The White Slave Conference has now passed into 
The White Slave Jewish history, where it will occupy a painful and 


Conference. yet comforting chapter—painful as a demonstration 

of the havoe wrought by oppression, and comforting 
as an indication that the better, and predominating, elements of 
the race not only remain untouched by the scourge but are bent 
determinedly on its elimination or mitigation. Indeed, from this 
latter, if from no other, point of view the Conference has been a complete 
success: for it showed conclusively that Jews are alive to the evil 
in their midst and resolved, if possible, to extirpate it. Upon that 
point, at least, no disunion was manifested, whether among 
ministry or laymen. The recommendations which were carried are 
also likely to help the holy war against the vile traflic. One of these 
—proposed by Dr. Maretsky—will enable some approach to more 
precise knowledge to be obtained as to the part which Jews take in 
the evil. This is a matter of considerable consequence ; for any trust- 
worthy figures that may be obtained will not only be preferable 
to the present general (if truthfal) assumptions, but will also 
enable Jews tv meet with success any exaggerated § statements 
that may be launched against them by their enemies. Recom- 
mendations were also passed for extending and co-ordinating the work of 
protection. Thus, the establishment was suggested of branch committees 
in all seaports and frontier towns which should be in connection with the 
central society in each particular country. Further, all the central com- 
mittees of each country are recommended to be in direct communication 
with a central bureau for the collection of information; while a con- 
tinuance of the good work is provided for by a proposal that further 
conferences should take place of the existing Jewish societies for the sup- 
pression of the traflic. The recommendations are to be circulated to the 
foreign committees and delegates, and the former are to be asked to con- 
sider them and tosend a reply within the next six months asto whether and 
how the recommendations can be carried into effect. We hope that there 
will be no unnecessary delay in giving earnest consideration to these 
suggestions, so that at the earliest possible moment the utmost practical 
good may emerge from the recent gathering. Meanwhile, there is every 
reason to hope that the conference will have done much to stimulate 
thought and interest among the individuals who attended it, concerning 
the grave evil to which the conference gave battle, and to give that 
mutual encouragement and guidance upon a most diflicult and complex 
question which comes of taking counsel together. 


There are one or two broad considerations, however, which 
The Root hardly received the amount of attention at the Conference 
Cause. that might have been expected. First, it ought never to be 

overlooked that, at the root, and when all that can be 
done has been done, the source of the mischief lies —as we have frequently 
insisted, and as was pointed out by Baron Giinzburg—in the Pale of Settle- 
ment. Something was said of the poverty of the people that makes them 
an easy prey to corraption. But the poverty is, in_ itself, 
only the effect of a cause, that cause being the oppressive 
administration which drags down many of its victims to the desti- 
tution level, while degrading and demoralising others. If the moral 
swamp against which the conscience of the race has revolted is ever to 
be dried completely, it can only be by a restoration to Russian Jews of full 
rights of all self-respecting citizens. Again, the evil which the 
Conference met to combat was, in part, the result of the emancipation 
which has taken many Jews out of the Ghetto without strengthening 
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the best Ghetto ideals to meet the new situation or providing fresh ideals 
to take their place. The shock of new conditions has shaken the power of the 
old influences. It has weakened the hold of the family idea, which, in 
the Ghetto, exercised such enormous sway. And it has thereby made 
possible the minority of brutes who, in turn, commit moral depredations 
on the persecuted starvelings of Russia. This, too, has its moral for the 
rest of our people. We must adapt the old ideals to the newsurroundings 
and strengthen them to the best of our ability. We must see to 
it that Israel, though it may leave the ancient zones, does not leave its 
moral moorings. In a word, we have to take measures to prevent the 
blessing of emancipation from becoming converted into a curse. This is 
the master-task before us—hard, but not impossible. One remark made at 
the Conference deserves to be emphasised. The Rev. A. A. Green urged 
that what was needed to-day was more politics in religion and more religion 
in politics. The epigram contains a world of truth. Our modern politics 
need moralising. We need less strategy and more of high principle, 
less of the party game and more of regard for the common weal. ©n 
the other hand, our religious strivings would be the more effective if they 
were touched with politics in its broadest sense. A little less abstract 
theology and a little more of the application of religion to the concrete 
and urgent social facts of to-day would be a not unreasonable maxim 
for ministers. In other countries the ideal has been carried far. Here 
in England we have approached it with timidity. Yet the pulpit must, 
so to speak, be brought down from the empyrean to terra firma. That isa 
condition of modern success. (Oa the whole the community is to be very 
heartily congratulated upon the Conference. It has apprised Jewry of the 
abomination which it is nurturing—it has told the world that we are fully 
alive toa great evil and do not shirk it. 


We do not by any means endorse the somewhat 
Lord Swaythling strong language employed by Lord Swaythling in 
and Mr. Claude his speech at the Federation of Synagogues 
Montefiore. langaage inspired, nevertheless, we have no 
doubt, by deep and conscientious feeling. But 
we cannot deny to his Lordship’s utterancea certain degree of logical force. 
Mr. Montefiore has recently shown that hestands fora conceptionof Judaism 
which is not that of the bulk of the community, and is probably not that 
of the majority of the sapporters of the Infant Schools andthe Westminster 
Jews’ Free School, from certain oflices in which Lord Swaythling desires Mr. 
Montefiore to retire. It is, therefore, not a dictate of narrow-mindedness 
but of consistency which points to the fact that Mr. Montefiore shoald 
retire from institations which exist very largely to propagate the 
religious views to which he is in sharp antagonism. Not only that, but 
Mr. Montetiore seems to have cut the ground away from his feet when he 
resigned his membership of the Jewish Religious Education Board. The 
cases of all thres institations referred to are on all fours. If Mr. Monte- 
fiore thought it right and wise that he should sever his ¢onneetion with 
the Board, the plain man cannot see why he should maintain his 
connection with the two schools mentioned. There is no desire, 
we are quite sure, to pursue a vendetta against so valuable 
communal worker as Mr. Montefiore. There is no man in the 
community to-day whose personality, as distinct from his religious 
views, is held in greater honour and in deeper affection. But 
while one rejoices in the great services that he has rendered and can 
still render to Jews in the social and economic field, it is a matter for 
grave doubt whether he should continue his work on institutions which 
are largely, if not primarily, of a religious character. 
It is very interesting to observe the stir that has been 
An Object created by the detention of an English gentleman (Mr. 
Lesson. George Romanes), at New York, as an undesirable alien. 
Mr. Romanes, who is the son of the celebrated Pro- 
fessor, arrived in the States as a first-class passenger with his 
family, governess and maid. He was discovered to be con- 
sumptive, and was forbidden to land. With great display of 
sympathy, the correspondents tell us how Mr. Romanes was then conveyed 
to Ellis Island, where he remained in hospital ** surrounded by Hungarians, 
Italians, Poles and Lithuanians, who found themselves in a similar pre- 
dicament.” The case, we are told,is exciting a good deal of comment, 
especially in view of the fact that Mr. Roosevelt is to be this 
years lecturer under the Oxford foundation which bears the name of 
Professor Romanes, and the absurd limit to which the Federal authorities 
are carrying on their policy of “ Protection” is severely criticised. A 
later telegram, however, brings the news that “to the surprise of the 
immigration officials, an order has just been received from Washington to 
release Mr. Romanes immediately.” This sudden change of front, it is 
added, is probably due to the active intervention of the British 
Consul-General, Needless to say, we have the utmost sympathy with Mr. 
Romanes. But the difference of treatment accorded to him from that which 
ordinary aliens who are not the sons of Professors receive, is painfully 
noticeable. We wonder whether the “Hungarians, Italians, Poles and 
Lithuanians who found themselves in a similar predicament,” have 
enjoyed the active intervention of their respective Consuls-General : 
and whether orders for their immediate release have bebn despatched 
from Washington. We should be surprised if the horde of poorer 
immigrants were treated in this considerate fashion. Nor, in 
this matter, do we desire to cast stones specially at the 
American authorities. Poor Jewish immigrants are continually arriving 
in this country—travelling steerage and without a governess or maid. 
Some of them are tuberculous. But they are summarily rejected. There 
is no public comment, no intervention in high quarters, no orders 
for release. There is a cry of “Back!” sometimes followed or 
preceded by a passionate appeal by the immigrant to throw him 
overboard rather than deport him. We believe that it was only common 
humanity to have admitted Mr. Romanes. But what is right for a com- 
fortably-to-do man in such a case is equally right for the poor. Both are 
but flesh and blood. Yet the English papers, which are so ready to report 
American misdeeds, say very little when invalids in this country are torn 
from their relatives by the immigration officials. That is, indeed, the vice 
and the curse of the atien laws. They are directed against the poor. 
Poverty, however honourable, brings them into force: wealth, however 
dishonourable, stays their course. They are hence the cruellest, most 


unjust and most reactionary examples of class legislation that have ever 
sullied the statute books of civilised nations.

in a position of comfort and independence which compares favourably, 
even allowing for differences of the cost of living between the two 
countries, with the very best paid positions in England. It is therefore 
not surprising that the American Jewish pulpit attracts men of s iprem 
ability, who, if they lived in this country, would select other callings in 
preference to the ministry. Much has been heard lately of the tailiure of 
Jews’ College to turn oat a sufficient supply of suitable clerics, bul con- 
sidering the poor prospects held out to men who have given years of hard 
training to fitting themselves for an exacting profession such complaints 
are not a littleunreasonable. To our thinking the College, with its meagre 
endowments, has achieved splendid results. Dr. Levy himself was trained 
at that institution. For a time he ministered at Bristol, and had he 
remained in this country he would probably be receiving as many 
hundreds as he now commands thousands. Nor is he the only 
English-trained minister to whom sach remarks apply. Drs. Henry 
Pereira Mendes, Frederick de Sola Mendes, Maurice H. Harris 
and David Pool, and the Revs. J. Nieto, B. A. Elzas and 
Montague Cohen are among those who have discovered a scope tor their 
abilities in the United States which England denies to its own sons. 
Unless the standard of payment and the general status of the Ang!o-Jewish 
ministry be raised in the near future it is possible that the number ol 
English-trained men who will seek and find a more generous recognition 
on the other side of the Atlantic will tend to increase. Yet it is not easy 
to see how matters are to be remedied. The ministerial positio: in this 
country suffers from too great a multiplicity of synagogues anc Synagogue 
officials. Neighbourhoods that might support one flourishing place of 
worship are burdened with two or three places of worship which havea 
difficulty in paying their way, and many a synagogue employs two mi: isters 
to do the work which could more efficiently be performed by « single 
official. They manage things differently in America, and that is one 
reason for the higher scale of remuneration. Bat when full account ts 
taken of these considerations there remains the fact that American com- 
munities are prepared to treat their ministers with a large-!iirted 
generosity, and to show a practical respect for their high calling, which 
are conspicuously wanting in the Old Country.

Despite the jarring note introduced by Mr. Zangwill, who it seems tome 
sometimes delights to pose by—as someone put it—saying the wrong thing in 
the wrong manner at the wrong time, the proceedings at. the Conference on 
the White Slave Traflic were marked by a high level of earnestness, by a 
consc.\oisness of the sad and sacred purpose which had called the delegates 
together, and by a tone in entire consonance with the fine prayers of the Chief 
Rabbi and the Rev. Morris Joseph, by which the proceedings began and 
ended. One of the most notable phrases, 1 think, uttered in the course of 
the Conference, proceeded from the Rev. A. A. Green, when he declared that 
we want more religion in our politics and more politics in our religion.

It was something that the delegates could “take 
away with them,”—a mass of splendid wisdom compressed into the most 
convenient of verbal tabloids.

“ Wait for legislation on the right of residence of Jews outside the Pale” 
has been the reply of the Russian Senate in connection with the dentists 
problem and of the Kieff Governor-General, when he was asked by M. Brodsky 
to permit the stay of forty Jewish pupils and three teachers in the country 
during the coming summer. It is not, however, clear whether the Russian 
officials expect a Government Bill on the subject, or whether they are await- 
ing the fate of the measure which M. Niselovitch is preparing. The latter, 
in spite of his continued ill-health, has made great progress with the scheme, 
and his proposals have already been signed by all the members of the Polish 
group, by nearly all the Progressives, and by many Octobrists. The view 
that the Bill ought to be abandoned after M. Stolypin’s pronouncement on 
the Jewish question is not shared by the Jewish deputies. M. Freedman 
believes that the sharp criticism of the attitude of Russia towards American 
and French Jews, in those countries, will have a great influence on the Duma, 
and that the mere introduction of the measure may help to induce 
the authorities to abandon their systematic searches for Jews outside the 
Pale. The situation is, meanwhile, growing worse. Jews found trading in 
the Polish villages are continually being exiled. Twenty-two artisans and 
their families were expelled from St. Petersburg, and several have been 
banished from Charkoff. Jewish merchantsof the second guild, who areallowed 
to reside outside the Pale for three months during the year, have, neverthe- 
less, been fined at Saratov for staying there. The Rabbi of Nei-Bosan (near 
Tchernigoff) is being exiled in spite of the petitions of the local population 
and even the Cossacks on his behalf. A search for Jewish employes in shops 
has been carried out at Kieff, where seventy, including thirty-three females, 
have been arrested. Our coreligionists, who left the holy city before Ist 
August, 1906, to serve their term in the army, are not allowed to return. The 
general situation in the city is arousing the anxiety of the Russian merchants 
and landlords, who have appealed to the Mayor to request the Governor-General 
to cancel the impending wholesale expulsions of Kieff Jews. The latter has 
referred the matter to his council. The local Real Russians have become so 
encouraged by the anti-Jewish measures that they armed a band of ten 
members and despatched them to the Nikolsk suburb to “shoot Jews.” 
Daring the panic one man fell under a horse and received severe injuries. 
The miscreants were, however, detained. The Jewish Duma deputies are 
literally besieged by individual petitions in connection with expulsions of 
Jews. The Ministry of the Interior has addressed an urgent circular to the 
Senate, requesting it to decide the question submitted to it last year with 
regard to the residence of Jews in the summer resorts. The report of the 
Ministry was unfavourable to the Jews, but the Senate was inclined to 
undo the work of the authorities and grant our coreligionists the privilege 
of spending the summer in country places, especially in view of the namerous 
petitions of the Russian house-owners to that effect. M.Stolypin’s repre- 


sentative closed the proceedings, however, by asking leave to draw up 
another report on the subject. 


The Evolution of the Immigrant in the United States. 


Mr. Consul-General Bennett, in his report on trade in the States of New 
York, New Jersey, Rhode Island and Connecticut, mentions that a Sub-Com- 
mittee, presided over by a Professor of Columbia University, was formed to 
investigate the question of the possible effect of American conditions on the 
physical type of the descendants of immigrants. It was thought that if 
measurements of the bodies of European immigrants and of their descendants 
at various ages, and under different circumstances, could be made in the 
careful way followed by scientific anthropometrists valuable results might be 
reached. Work was commenced inthe public schools of New York, and so farthe 
results are based upon the measurements of Sicilians and Hebrews. The report 
indicates that the descendant of the European immigrant changes his type, 
even in the first generation, almostentirely. Children born even afew years 
after the arrival of the immigrant parents in America develop in such a way, 
that they differ in type essentially from their foreign-born parents. These 
differences seem to develop in the earliest childhood, and persist throughout 
life. It seems that every part of the body is influenced in this way, and even 
the form of the head, which has always been considered as one of the most 
permanent hereditary features, undergoes considerable changes. It was felt 
to be too early to pronounce absolutely upon the physical changes, but 
broadly speaking, it was shown that the American-born children of the long- 
headed Sicilians, and those of the round-headed East European Hebrews 
have very nearly the same intermediate head form.» The children of the 
long-headed Sicilians are more round-headed, the children of the round- 
headed Hebrews are more long-headed than their parents. Similar changes 
are traced in the development of the faces of these types. : 

The Consul-General also refers to the question of immigration. The 
year 1909, he says, shows how completely the panic conditions have passed 
away. From advance figures which have been furnished by the Commissioner 
of Immigration at Ellis Island, it appears that 741,414 immigrants were 
aémitted at Ellis Island, and, in addition. 140,849 non-immigrant aliens and 
173,019 returned citizens of the United States of America, a total of 1,055,782. 
The rejected immigrants numbered 10,411. From Russia the immigrants 
numbered 125,225, being the third highest on the list. Over five-eighths of 
the total number of immigrants settled in the Eastern States. New York 
took over a quarter of the whole number, “a mere fraction going to the 
West, where, if anywhere, free land is to be obtained, and where closer 
settlement might be advantageous.” 

The Consul-General, in a paragraph headed “Caution to Immigrants,” 
remarks that itmust not be assumed that New York is an Eldorado for the work- 
ing man. It is not. Expenses of living are so high, and are so constantly rising, 
that a man in regular work in the United Kingdom at lower wages is as 
well if not better off than his fellow-workman in New York at higher 
wages ; whilst, if he is out of work, he is better off at home. It is estimated 


that to live in decency a man, his wife, and a couple of children must spend 
just £200 a year. 


Pastoral Tour of the Chief Rabbi of Turkey.

Our Chief Rabbi has at last decided to make an extensive pastoral tour 
in the principal cities of the Empire. He will commence with Salonica, 
where he will stay four or five days. He will return here to take part in the 
celebration of the Jubilee of the Alliance Israélite Universelle: soon after- 
wards he will go to Adrianople, and from there to Jerusalem. According to 
my information, Chief Rabbi Nahoum will go as far as Damascus and other 
cities in Syria, and on his return he will stay a few days at Smyrna, It is to

Except in the Winnipeg district, 
where they are occupied in dairy farming and truck gardening, all the 
farmers in the North-West are grain-growers, and cattle and horse-breeders, 
In the astern Provinces tobacco growing and track gardening is the rule. 


Jewish Magistrates in Syria. 

Two Jews have been appointed Magistrates at the Courts of First 
Instance in Jerusalem and Beyrout respectively. Both of them passed their 
examination recently at the Faculty of Law in Constantinople. They speak 
Hebrew fluently. 


Christian Protests Against Russian Expulsions. 


Great concern is felt in business circles at the attitude of the Govern- 
ment towards Jews. Yesterday a deputation from the principal commercial 
and industrial associations in Russia waited upon M. Stolypin, the Prime 
Minister, and explained the prejudice which might be caused by the 
restriction of the number of Jewish pupils in commercial schools to 15 per 
cent. It was pointed out that these schools are to a great extent maintained 
by Jewish subseriptions. M. Stolypin, replying to the deputation, promised 
that the question should be carefully considered. 

The hieff Gaild of Merchants has telegraphed to M. Stolypin and to M.

fie strike of cloak-makers to which I referred in my last letter, is still 
on, although the manafacturers have succeeded in obtaining sullicient non- 
Union hands to run their factories, so that the strike is sure to fail.. There 
has been much unpleasantness in connection with the matter, as one of the 
manufacturers, who is a Canadian born Jew,—in fact his family has been 
setiled in Canada for over 150 years,—-when interviewed by the Press in con- 
nection with the strike, made some very disparaging remarks about the 
strike leiders, being foreigners, etc. This caused quite a sensation, and both 
the local Jewish papers condemned his action in the strongest terms. There 
‘sho doubt that the gentleman has a great deal of justification in the action 
he has taken, but the trouble with the Unions and strike leaders is by no 
neans conflned to Jewish workers ; the non-Jewish population is just as bad 
if not worse, and the action of the Jewish workers is closely modelled on 
the procedure of that of the non-Jewish portion of the population. The 
strikers have used on many occasions very violent expressions, and many 
have been arrested for interfering with those who have remained working. 
The courts have, however, been most fair in their treatment ofall the cases, 
and there has been no complaint on that score. 


The Russian Rabbinical Conference. 


M. Stolypin’s pronouncement on the Jewish question continues to be 
the topic of general discussion amongst the Russian Jews. Several Jews 
have placed the members of the deputation in a difficult position by asking 
them to express an opinion on the Premier's attitude towards the Jews. 
baron Ginzburg stated that M. Stolypin was manifestly displeased with 
the reference of Rabbi Zirelson to the political situation. It is also pointed 
out that the anti-Semites would have opened a campaign against the Premier 
if he ventured to be kind to the Jews. Even now the Russkoe Znamya com- 
plains that M, Stolypin is assisting the Jews in establishing a Jewish 
settlement at Berdicheff, and the Real Russians are threatening M. Charusin 
the Olicial who opened the Conference) with death. The members of the 
deputation trust that M. Stolypin will confirm the decisions of the 
Conference, although the representative of the Ministry at the meetings 
persists in Stopping speakers who refer to the Jewish community in any 
other sense than a religious sect.

The Sydney Jewish Aid Society. 


The fourteenth annual report of this Society, which is doing very desirable 
work by substantially assisting in time of need deserving coreligionists 
without the pauperising tendency, records that during the year under 
review 60 applications for loans were considered by the Council, of which 
o+ were granted, representing an aggregate sum of £754. The loans are 
granted without interest and repayments are made in a manner most 
agreeable to the borrower. A feature of the work is made evident by the 
fact that the loans granted by the Society have enabled a satisfactory 
proportion of deserving persons to become proprietors of business with every 
prospect of increasing prosperity. Since the inauguration of the Society 
655 loans amounting to 27,584 have been granted. The balance-sheet shows 
that the income for the year was £1,157. The report makes sympathetic 
reference to the death of Sir Julian Salomons, who bad become a Life-Governor 
a Short time before his decease. The report expresses thanks to the 
subscribers and honorary officers and makes an urgent appeal for more 
financial support. 


Ritual Accusations in Russia. 


With the approach of the Passover holidays, the ritual murder accusa- 
tion has been revived in Russia. At Konska Volja (Lublin), the anti-Semites 
spread rumours that the Jews had killed a Russian child for ritual purposes. 
Although no children were missing in the village, it required all the efforts 
of the police and clergy to avert a pogrom in the district. A similar riot 
was prevented by the authorities at Rossein (near Kovno), where the 
peasants accused the Jews of the fact that a Jewish boy fatally wounded a 
Russian playmate for ritual purposes. 


A Young Men's Hebrew Association at Montreal. 


Aftera struggle lasting several months the fruits of the young men of 
Montreal interested in the formation of a Young Men's Hebrew Association 
have been reaped. It was under the most difficult circumstances, as they 
had no financial resources, that an association of this description was 
formed. Its objects are to promote the welfare of the Jewish youth of 
Montreal, physically, mentally and morally. This is the only association of 
its kind in the Dominion. After securing quarters in Ontario Street, an 
inaugural meeting was held at which several Aldermen and some of the most 
distinguished citizens were present. After the Hon. President, Mr. Sam 
Bloomtield, had outlined the objects of the Association, addresses were 
delivered by Alderman Dr. Gadois, who expressed his views in entire 
sympathy with the movement, Alderman James Robinson and Messrs. Lyon 
Cohen (President of the Baron de Hirsch Institute), H. Godinsky, M. 
Jacobs, H. Bloomfield and Louis Moses (London, England); all con- 
curred with the views held by the officers of the importance of such an 
institution. The feature of the meeting was an address delivered by Mr. 
Bernard Rose, who, in an outburst of eloquence, pointed out the necessity of 
having in existence an institution of this nature, whereby facilities would 
be provided which would enable young men to indulge in healthy recreation, 
as well as promoting their intellectual and social welfare. As a result of 
Mr. Rose’s brilliant address, which impressed the large attendance, at the 
close of the meeting a number of donations were given to the Assoviation, 
to enable the oflicers to carry on their good work. The oflicers are: 
Messrs. Sam Bloomtield, Hon. President; Hyman Gold, President; William 
Singer, Treasurer; Morris Soskin, Secretary ; Nathan Goldstein, Assistant 
Secretary ; Louis Gelland, Sergeant-at-Arms. 


The Education Question in Montreal.

The community is at present awaiting with a great deal of interest what 
the present session of the Quebec Legislature will bring forth in the way of 
educational developments. Although the Legislature has been in session 
only a short time, the large amount of time given to the question of educa- 
tion shows that this subject will be one on which much will be said, and 
done. The tendency of the present Government is to make all provincial 
educational establishments undenominational, and they are trying hard to 
appoint a Minister for the express purpose of superintending public instruc- 
tion. The Opposition, which includes the clericals, are bitterly attacking 
the Government for taking this attitude, and are, of course, making the 
Government and its supporters still stronger advocates of a better system 
of education than that at present in vogue. This action of the Government 
and Opposition is of special interest to the Jewish residents of the Province 
of Quebec at large, and Montreal in particular, as it is most probable that 
Dr. Finnie, M.L.A., for St. Lawrence Division will bring in a Bill making the 
Protestant Board of School Commissioners for Montreal elective instead of 
appointive, as it is atpresent. It will be remembered that Dr. Finnie intro- 
duced a Bill on these lines last session, which, owing to the virulent 
opposition of our Protestant friends on the School Board, was given the six 
months’ * hoist.” At the time Dr. Finnie promised to re-introduce the Bill

Work of Jewish Ladies in Cape Town. 


The fourteenth annual meeting of the Jewish Ladies’ Association was 
held recently at Cape Town. Mrs. Friedlander presided. In the course of 
a speech by the Rev. A. P. Bender, special reference was made to the 
valuable services rendered by Mr. George Schachna, the retiring Hon. 
Secretary. A cordial acknowledgement was also made of the -work done by 
the retiring otlice-bearers, Mrs. Hochschild (President), Mrs. Rosen (Vice- 
President) and Miss Gillespie (Treasurer). In the report of the work done 
by the Society during the year, the Committee recorded a year of strenuous 
and useful work under very adverse conditions. The donations showed a 
substantial decrease, and the Society had had to rely solely on its subscrip- 
tions for its income. Daring the past year relief was afforded to 284 cases, 
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at a total cost of £334. and in several instances deserving families have 
been in receipt of weekly allowances. The following were elected: Mrs. 
Braun, Vice-President : Miss Gillespie, Treasurer; and Mrs. Jack Hermann.

A dinner was given at St. Petersburg to the Jewish Advocate, Hillerson, 
previous to his departure for Dwinsk, where he went to undergo his sentence 
of imprisoment in a fortress for one year for his speech at the Bielostok 
pogrom trial. 

The Maccabzean Literary Circle, the Jewish Students’ Society of McGill 
University, Montreal, have changed their name. Henceforth they will be 
known as the Maccabrean Circle, and they will have club rooms. These 
decisions were reached at the annual meeting held last week. This Society, 
which practically comprises the whole of the Jewish students at McGill has 
just finished its sessions for the term just concluding. The work of this 
society cannot be too strongly praised; it brings all the Jewish members of 
the University into close touch with one another, and causes them, through 
the study and discussion of all affairs of interest to the Jewish world to keep 
in touch with their people during a time which is recognised to be one of the 
most critical periods in the life of our young men. 

Canadian Zionists have, as usual, been busy during the past month. The 
work of the Bureau Committee, which at present looks afterall the routine 
work of the Federation, is progressing most satisfactorily. The return of 
Mr. M. Markus from Europe will probably be followed in a short time by the 
launching of a Palestine land development scheme of large proportions. A 
Council meeting is shortly to be called to discuss this matter, and all Zionist 
circles are at present eagerly awaiting the receipt of the news to begin 
work on the formulated plan. 

The recent large growth of Ottawa, both in population and in. business 
matters, has been accompanied by a large increase in the Jewish population 
of the city. Ottawa's popalation now reaches nearly 100,000, and the Jewish 
population has increased in proportion, both in numbers and influence, 
An immediate result of this is to be seen in the increased communal activities. 
As a result of a meeting held in the assembly room of the congregation 
* Adath Jeshurun” it was decided to erect a building on some of the ground 
owned by the congregation, to serve as a centre for Jewish activities in 
Ottawa. The building will contain rooms for Talmud Torah classes, an 
Assembly Hall, which will be used by the Zionist Societies for their meetings, 
as well as by the other Jewish organisations, a library, a gymnasium, etc. 
The Zionists and all other sections of the community are assisting in pro- 
moting the undertaking. 

During his recent visit to the Cape Peninsula, the Rev. Harris Isaacs, of 
Kimberley, repeatedly visited the Talmud Torah School in Roeland Street, 
Cape Town, and, after having questioned the pupils, expressed himself as 
“being delighted with the excellent knowledge shown, by the pupils in the 
Hebrew language,” and that he was highly interested in the new mode of 
teaching. namely Ivrith B'lIvrith. 

Dr. Paul Nathan is at present in Jerusalem. : 

The Colonial Secretary of Transvaal has, under Section 1. of ‘the 
regulations prescribing the constitution, powers and duties of the Pretoria 
Trades School and Polytechnic Committee, appointed the Kev. Lewis 
Phillips, Minister of the Hebrew Congregation in that town, one of the 
members of the Committee. . 

Dr. Stein has resigned his post as Rabbi of the Congregation at Worms 
and has been appointed Honorary Rabbi. The Grand Duke of Hesse has 
conferred on him the Knighthood of the Order of Philip. 

Professor Dr. Mahler,.one of the Jewish members of the Austrian Parlia- 
ment, has been appointed “ Officier d’Academie” by the President of the 
French Republic. He recently published a series of scientific contributions 
to the transactions of the Academy in Paris and «a workin English on the 
collections in the Louvre. The same title has been conferred on Nissim 
Effendi Rousso, Principal Secretary to the Turkish Minister of Finance. 

Councillor Eduard Klein has been appointed Chief of the Press Bureau 
of the Prime Minister of Hungary. He is one of the foremost journalists in 
the country and is highly esteemed as such and also as a Jew. 

The important Orthodox Congregation at Neutra (Hungary) in its 
corporate capacity has joined the Zionist movement, and has voted an annual 
subscription to the National Fund. 

An interesting wedding took place lately at Iquitos. a small town in 
Peru, the first Jewish marriage ever solemnised there. There are scarcely 
a dozen Jewish residents. The parties were Mr. Ernest Abensur and Miss 
Emilia Abensuar, relatives of Mr. Abensur, a well-known Manchester merchant 
and member of the Spanish and Portuguese congregation in that city. The 
wedding was solemnised in the Town Hall and a beautiful Chupah was made 
for the occasion. The celebrants were two friends. 

Lieut.-Col. Dr. Elia Bey Modiano, one of the most distinguished doctors 
in the Turkish army, has been appointed Physician-in-Chief to the great 
Military Hospital at Yildiz (Constantinople). 

On his own initiative the King of Italy has conferred the title of 
Commander on Signor Pellegrino Rosselli, who has presented to the nation 
the house in which the great Italian patriot Giuseppe Mazzini died. 

There has recently been formed in Rome a Jewish Anti-Vivisectionist 
Association. Among its members are several well-known personages, 
including the present Prime Minister, Signor Luigi Luzzatti. 

The Jewish Benevolent Society “Somej Nophlim,” at Lisbon, has just 
published its report and accounts for the year 1909, which display a flourishing 
state of affairs. The receipts have increased by £45 and the expenses 
decreased by £25. During the year medical treatment was given to 74 
patients, and 136 monthly pensions were granted. From the report it 
appears that there are two synagogues in Lisbon where evidently Purim is 
still celebrated in the old-fashioned style, as in the receipts of the society 


no less a sum than £72 figures as Purim collections at the synagogues and 
in private houses.

Of these no fewer than 242 came from Russia—a 
nationality excceded only by that of Germany, from which 321 of the 
naturalised foreigners came. Of the 242 naturalised Russians, 81 resided in 
London, 12 in counties adjoining London, 20 in Manchester. 21 in Liverpool, 
6 in Cardiff, 8 in Salfora, 11 in Swansea, 13 in Scotland and 14 in Ireland, 
Seventeen of those to whom naturalisation was granted came from Roum 

and 59 from Austria-Hungary.

had far-reaching conseq uences for character. To bow bef, 
wealth was to get our moral values wrong almost throughout the 
whole scale. It was, perhaps unconsciously, to take over the

man's conception of rectitude, faulty though it might he, to be 
obsequious and servile and immorally humble. [t was to pirt with 


man’s one source of dignitv—the fineness of soul which ade us 
sons of God. It was to surrender, too, much of our rea! chance of 
happiness, Spinoza deliberately pinned his hopes of peace and wel! being t 
philosophy, for, he said, worldly prizes were fleeting and with them vanished 
the happiness that was based upon them. They, said the preacher, could 
not all cultivate philosophy ; but they could all seek after a clear 
conscience, service of their fellow-man according to thei everal 
opportunities and capacities. And because these things endured, the 
joys they yielded were also enduring, and therefore real. It was 4 
distinct type of character, then, which our ancient teachings tended to form. 
If no little of the tragedy of our people consisted in the decline under age- 
long persecution of their ancient virtues, it was time that the effort was 
made to recover or to revive them. The moral type so dear to ou; cestors 
included also that filial reverence of which Elisha’s farewell kiss to his 
father and mother before entering on his ministry was the eloqucn! expres- 
sion. With that reverence was closely connected the old Jewish view 
which exalted the home into a sanctuary, 
THE NURSERY OF THE VIRTUES, 

and which saw in the inviolability of the family the guarantee of individual! 
rectitude and of the stability of the State. With it, too, there was intimately 
united that equally Jewish reverence for personal purity, male no less than 
female, which some of them had been vigorously re-affirming during the 
previous week. The latter-day tendency to weaken these ideals must 
be especially resisted by the Jew, whose traditional conceptions 


they directly contravened. And, finally, there was the old-fashioned virtue’ 


of faithfulness to principle, with which we needed to renew our covenant. 
Elisha was the everlasting type of this loyalty. Was it to be fusion with our 
non-Jewish surroundings, with ease and comfort for its reward, or scparate- 
ness and independence and resulting hardship?’ Was it to be an alien 
religion perhaps, irreligion more probably, or Judaism? That wis the 
eternal issue for us Jews. Elisha solved a like problem in one wa), (iehaz! 


in another. With whom would they side? With-the prophet, or with the 
slave ?

“i. —Passover will soon be with us, and discussions about Purim and 
the Mevillah are becoming unseasonable. Still, I should like to write a few 
words in reply to my three courteous critics,“ Mentor” and the Revs. J. 


Abelson and D. Wasserzug. These gentlemen all admit, expressly or implicitly, 
that the moral teachings of the Book of Esther are imperfect, but they 
eontend that it contains teaching sufficiently valuable to compensate for 
“all its ethical deformities.” Of course, this is a good and conclusive 


argument, if it ean be substantiated. The highest inspiration is not incom- 
patible. as we are all beginning to see, with an admixture of error. We 


must not fling away the grain with the chaff. 

In order to render this argument efficacious in the present instance, my 
opities have to defend the massacre of Persians, which is no mere incident 
n the Book, but its central feature and climax. Mr. Abelson tells us 
that the war was defensive, and not offensive, but this assertion is quite 
unsupported, There is no record of any resistance whatever and apparently 
the Jews escaped unscathed, It is trué that the thousands who perished 
are alleged to have hated the Jews and sought their hurt, but they had 
not even the benefit of such a mock trial, as was given tothe victims of the 
September massacres. “ Drastic measures” indeed, as Mr. Abelson calls 
then Not by such methods, nor by any others based upon the same 
“underlying principle,” will the Messianic ideal be realised. 

Mr. Wasserzug’s argument deserves longer examination than I can give it 
here. It is mainly based upon the popular theory (the detestable fallacy as I 
think it that national ethics differ from individual ethics. According to 
this view, personal vengeance is wrong, but collective reprisals are, “ if not 
justifiable, quite excusable.” Truly this is a principle, often avowed and 
stillmore often followed by “ enlightened rulers” and by Governments, at 
home and abroad, so civilised that they ought to know better. As for us 
Jews, we are fortunately far too weak to employ such methods in the effec- 
tive pursuit of our national hopes, It is our highest wisdom, as well as our 
highest goodness, to conquer hatred by love and not by more hatred. We 
can thus best carry out“ Mentor’s ” idea of preventing the “ Goyim” from 
having it all their own way.

such exquisite touches of human feeling, working imperiously through the 
figments of art, and annually recited with chorie strophe and muscular 
energy, in our synagogues. This year the fairies granted my “wicked ” 
prayer. Why it was wicked will be seen in the sequel. 

How shall | portray it? Well, most of your readers have been takeu or 
carried in their childhood to the pantomime. The days before going to those 
visions of enchantment; the witchery of the feast of light and colour; the 


_ extasy and glow in which their young hearts were steeped and bathed, all 


left vivid and unforgettable memories ; canons which in the dark days of 
adult age, they vainly applied to all sorts of social amusement. That was 
their first taste of “manna”-—and the last. Now, with something of that 


_ beautiful imagery in my mind, with something of the stirring anticipation 


of unsophisticated pleasure palpitating in my breast,-I fared forth on my 
strange and joyous quest in the happiest of moods. As I strode along, my 


_ Spirits mounted, and my veins tingled with the memories of the countless 


rouladings and harmonious hammerings of my long-lost youth. 

I cannot say how our synagogues look on the 9th of Ab, because I am 
never able to see them ; but*really they could not look drearier, more woe- 
begone, more gloomy. Had-I not been able to read the Megillah, I could not 
have been less certain of my own identity and relation to circumambient 


_ events than | really was. Ifelt like a boy who visits “ the flies ’ of a theatre 


for the first time. 


All the sweet illusions, all the high sustaining romance 
had flown for ever. 


What had formerly been spread over several hours of 
passion-breathing and intoxicating delights, was compressed into one hour's 
service,to asmall drabspiritless set of worshippers in their week-day attire, 
indifferently interested in the musical“ splashings” of the cantor. Instead of 
a scene, brisk with animation and bustle; alarums of war, skirmishes, 
triumphant shoutings and bellicose noises; the whole business seemed 
unreal and uncanny ; and the persons congregated seemed like scattered 
wraiths on an evilly-lighted blackboard. The whole thing was but a 
mummified presentment: a sort of “‘damb-show ” copy of the grand 
tragedies I sat out in the days of “auld lang syne.” I came away from the 
ruins of those former feasts, terrified, mortified, broken-hearted : aye, to my 
dying day I shall deplore bartering away those splendid unrealities, those 
unforgettable illusions of boyhood. 

I may be a very eccentric sort of person, but the Giospel, according to 
Maimonides, is still quite good enough for me. Not only is Judaism a 
philosophy of life, and a criticism, bat it is something vaster—a cuide to 
conduct. In the thousand and one complexities of existence, we often find 
ourselves up in a corner. Lam often sorely perplexed. When in that morbid 
state of mind, I much prefer the “ humours” of the original “ Guide™ to Mr. 
Montefiore’s modern edition with all “the naughty parts” left out. 
Purim for us is a species of concrete homour—humour alive and in action. 
It is one of the few remaining decorative features of Judaism. and for that 
reason it has lost favour with the advanced wing of esthetic Judaism. 
There is not much humour round the North Pole. Put it in a refrigerator 
and it «dies, That is one of the many penalties you are paying for respecta 
bility. A knight in chain-armour must step warily: but your lord of 


_misrule, donning his motley, may tumble and toss to his heart's cantent. 


Let us, therefore, retain the riotous old feast, if only for the sweet privilege 
of making fools of ourselves “ once a year "—chez nous, 

These facts are well known to your learned correspondent whose 
naivete, under the circumstances, makes quite charming reading. On 
the one hand my learned friend deprecates Esther's “ slimness”™ 


in con- 
cealing her racial identity; on the other hand he is not slow to 
praise her for splendid heroism in the hour of universal danger. That 


deed alone ought to save the book from oblivion, if there was nothing 
else in it to make it memorable and precious to us for all time. For 
my own part, | venture to allirm that if the fiat goes forth to exclude from 
the calendar this wonderful story of crime and its detection, this great 
overpowering masterpiece of art and our literature is not so overburdened 
with similar * pieces” that we can afford to be extravagant and prodigal— 
this masterpiece, over which I dare swear both Maimonides and Heine had 
often shed hot scalding tears ; to banish from the synagogue all traces of 
those unparalleled deeds of heroism and of peerless self-sacrifice would mean a 
big communal blunder and would be a piece of the basest ingratitude to one 
of our national glories and historical characters; the ultimate issue of 
which would be still further to weaken the foundations of all religious 
sanctities, of moral worth, and of ethical stimulus, if not to play straight 
into the arms of Montefiorean symbolism. 

Wherefore decorous and respectable though our Purims have grown, let 
us cherish them for what they suggest to us of idealism and of reverence 
for the past. Dull as the farce is, let us play it, year after year, if need be, 
without any “footlights.” Let us ring up the tattered curtains for many a 
year to come on the Barmecide feast, and theatrical “properties.” At any rate 
let it be played ; if only to the gallery; as a melodrama, in which virtue is 
always rewarded in the fifth act. 

Purim, I fear, is almost “ gouses "’—moribund. 
“pattle,” I hear, in the distance, “ the death rattle.’ Why blow out the 
candle? Apart from the Synagogue, Purim is almost featureless, non- 
existent; a spent squib. Less happy in his family affairs than spruce Dame 
Chanucah (whose relations, | understand, are fairly well off), poor old father 
Purim had to sell his home up and go into hiding in the Synagogue—to evade 
his creditors. Very likely! Anyhow, let us not turn on him in his old age ; 
let us not drive him hence; but give him whatever shelter we may. Let 
him once a year, at least, have a good time with us; let him don his rusty 
suit of motley and crack his time-honoured jokes. And if he cares to be 
reminiscent and garrulous, as old men are wont to be, let us bear with him 
patiently ; let him, like the fine old warrior in Goldsmith's poem, “shoulder 
his crutch and tell us how battles were won in the brave days of old.”

The CHAIRMAN read a letter from the Alliance Israélite, informing the 
Council that it would celebrate the jubilee of its foundation on May 22nd 
and 23rd, and inviting the Council to send representatives to participate in 
the festivities. Mr. Lousada mentioned that the President would be unable 
ro participate in the celebrations owing to his intended visit to the United 
States. 

Messrs. H. G. Lousada, I. Seligman, J. Prag, B. Kisch and M. Dupare were 
appointed delegates, and they were requested to convey to the Alliance the 


congratulations of the Council. 


Executive Committee’s Report. 

The SecretTaRyY read the report of the Executive Committee, of which 
the following is an abstract :— 

Beanciies.—As the result of a correspondence initiated by Mr. Lionel Lowy, Hon. 
Secretary of the Finance Committee, the Branch at Leicester has been revived, with 
Sir Israel Hart as President; Mr.S. Thomas, Treasurer; and Mr. J. Weinberg, Hon. 
Secretary. The Branch has remitted £5 18s. 

Morocco anp Pensta.—Particulars have been received of attacks on Jews at 
Alcazar (Morocco) and Shiraz (Persia). In the first case representations to the 
British and French Ministers have been made at Tangier, and in regard to Shiraz, 
the Presidents of this Association and the Board of Deputies made personal repre- 
sentations at the Foreign (flice, as the matter appeared too urgent to permit the 
Aiolding of a meeting of the Conjoint Committee. 

Scuoots.—Application is made for the grants of £50 to the (iirls School, and £16 
for the male apprenticing work at Bagdad. The apprentices number twenty-three, 
as last year. The Girls School has 399 pupils (207 paying and 192 free), but 
this number can be increased to 1,000 as soon as the school built by the munifi- 
cence of Mr. E. 8. Kadoorieis open. The Executive Committee recommend the grants. — 
In view of the growing importance of English at Bassorah (on the Persian Gulf), 
where a large trade is done with India, it has been found necessary to engage the 
services of a more capable teacher of that language, whose salary is £60 a year. 
The Headmaster accordingly requests that the subvention of this Association be 
increased from £20 to £30, There are 507 pupils (109 paying and 198 free), an increase 
of about 20 since last year. The Executive Committee recommend compliance with 
the application.—The Haskeui (Constantinople) Girls’ School solicits the grant of 
£200. This amount is voted by the Council for the purpose of education in Con- 
stantinople. but is allocated by the local Committee of the Alliance to the school in 
question. The pupils number 457 (535 paying and 102 free), an increase of more than 
50 on the previous year. The Headmistress lays stress on the urgency for building 
the new premises, owing to the ever-increasing demands for admission. The Execu- 
tive Committee recommend the grant.—Application is made for the grant of £20 to the 
Talmud Torah at Corfu, compliance with which is recommended by the Executive 
Committee. There are 94 pupils, all free. Since the withdrawal of the Government 
grant from schools on the island, the pupils receive their secular education in a public 
school —The Director of the Damascus School applies for the following grants: Boys’ 
School (towards the cost of English instruction), £20; Girls’ School, £32: Talmud 
Torahs and Apprenticing, £60. The Boys’ School has 235 pupils (218 paying and 17 
free.) Envlish is intelligently taught in the first and second classes, and the know- 
ledge thus acquired facilitates the admission of pupils into schools elsewhere. The 
Girls’ School has 216 pupils (177 paying and 59 free.) Most of them belong to the 
better class of the community; they enter at five years of age and 
leave at fourteen years. The Talmud Torahs have 775 pupils (700 paying and 
78 free.)

The whole work (of which this 
latest part completes the second edition) consists of five volumes; the total 
price amounts to sixty-nine shillings. 

The fifty-fourth volume of the oldest extant of Jewish literary 
periodicals has now begun. Reference is made to the Monatsschrift, founded 
by Z. Frankel, continued by Graetz and Kaufmann, and now edited by Dr. 
M. Brann, of the Breslau Seminary. The Monatsschrift is now the organ of 
the “Gesellschaft zur Fiérderang der Wissenschaft des Judentums”—« 
society numbering some 1,200 members.

The race problem with which Dr. Zollschan is mainly concerned is that of the 
character an‘ future of the Jewish people, to whom he belongs. He has, however, 
in this long and ably written book gone deeply into questions of anthropology and 
hiology, and has much to say that is of general interest for all who follow “the proper 
study of mankind.’ The question of an ingrained race-character is discussed in 
connection with the anti-Semite theories of Chamberlain, Renan, Diuhring,and others, 
and the conclusion reached is that there is really no such thing. Psaychological 
differences between race and race are not constant and endogenous they mark 
merely different stages of cultur: While admitting that the Anglo-Germanic race 
has set the pinnacle on human achievement so far, he has no difficulty in showing the 
great part which the melarnochroic peoples, to whom the .Jews belong, have taken in 
building up the structure as a whole. He describes his book, however, as in some 
sense anepitaph ontherace. He has small hopes of any real success for the Zionist 
movement, and, failing this, he thinks, with Nordau, that Western.Judaism is destined 
to: be speedily assimilated by the Gentile peoples in which it is embedded, while the 
Jews of Eastern Europe will perish in their ghettos. “Nur zwei Moglichkeiten 
Aufiosung der Rasse, oder physische Degeneration. (mong other good things in 
the book may be mentioned the authors extremely lucid and interesting exposition 
of Semon’s now famous theory of the “memory of living tissues, especially in its 
bearing on heredity and the transmission of acquired charactere. 

The sociological importance of this book has been already pointed out in 
this column. I 


It is curious that the branch in which British Art particularly excels 
that of Portraiture—hbas not yet been comprehensively treated. Particular 
interest should therefore attach to the publication of a work on British 
Portraiture, which is to be issued by the Berlin Photographic Co., during 
the coming season. It is an historical study, in two volumes, of “ British 
Portrait Painting from its beginning to the opening of the nineteenth 
century,” written by Mr. M. H. Spielmann, F.S.A., and samptaously illustrated 
with one hundred and thirty photogravore plates. Private owners, as well as 
many of the University Colleges and Public Institutions, have allowed the 
reproduction of rare and fine specimens, not only of the more renowned 
British Masters, but also of characteristic examples illustrative of the 
infancy of the Art. The work has beenin preparation for nearly eighteen 
months, and it is to be published in a limited edition only. 


Mr. |. Zangwill has been unable to complete the revision of his manu- 
script, “Italian Fantasies,” for publication in the spring ; the book will, 
therefore, be held over till the autumn. Mr. Zangwill is on the point of 
going to Italy to give to the book some final touches. 


In La Revuo appears a translation in Esperanto, of Shalom Aleichems “ The 
Gymnazium,” by Dr. Zamenhof, the creator of Esperanto (by request of Shalom

Messrs. M. Sidney Parry and E. M. Muraour have written an A BC to Rubber

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Helping the Emigrants. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE . 
WITH HERR PAUL LASKER. 
The accident last week on an emigrant ship.and some of the disclosures 
made, as a result, concerning the conditions under which Jewish emigrants 
from the Continent make their way westwards, often the victims of 
unscrupulous agents, exposed to all sorts of hardships and trials en route, 
serve merely to bring into more favourable light the efforts made by 
Jewish philanthropists in some of the principal ports to remedy this state of 
affairs. The work of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter in London is well known. 


Last week in these columns Miss Sadie American described what was done | 


in New York. At Antwerp similar excellent arrangements are made, But it 
is, perhaps, at Hamburg that the most careful provision is made for Jewish 
emigrants who pass through that port, which has a considerable proportion 
of the total emigrant traflic from the Continent. The supervision of this 
work falls largely on the shoulders of Herr Paul Lasker, Chairman of the 
Committee in Hamburg, who has been on a visit to London in connection 
with the Conference on the White Slave Traflic. Herr Lasker gave an 
account of the activities of the Committee to a representative of the JEWwIsi 
CHRONICLE. 

When did the work on behalf of the emigrants passing through Hamburg 
commence’? asked our representative. 

“In 1882, at the time of the first great Russian exodus, a Committee was 
formed in Hamburg, to help the emigrants. It was revived in 1892, when the 
stream of emigration re-commenced, and I was appointed Chairman of a sort 
of assistant Committee formed to aid the older body in its labours. The 
Committee worked in touch with the Russo-Jewish Committee in London, 
and also with Baron de Hirsch, selecting suitable cases for colonisation in 
the Argentine. When the pogroms of 1905 occurred, the Hilfsverein clected 
me on the Council, and asked me to look after the emigration work in 
Hamburg, where we formed a Central Bureau for Emigration matters.” 

The work of the Hilfsverein was not confined to Hamburg ? 

“No. At every frontier it formed protection Committees, and as the 
people pass the frontiers they are helped with advice, and, if necessary, 
given material assistance. On arrival at Hamburg; and pending embarkation, 
they are housed ata magnificent Emigrants’ Hall, which is equipped on the 
most up-to-date lines. We make a special point of seeing that no emigrant 
leaves the port who is not decently clothed, as we know what a great effect 
this has on his chances of admission across the Atlantic. We have an 
organisation by which clothing is collected all over Germany and forwarded 
tous. Last year we clothed over 5,000 people.” 

What other funetions does your Committee discharge ” 

* We help the people generally with their tickets and luggage, and we 
make strenuous efforts to dissuade people, who are obviously unsuitable, from 
emigrating. Persons in ill-health, even though possessed of money, are 
refused on the other side, whereas impecunious people if possessed of brawn 
and vitality are often let in.” 

Do you have emigrants for England passing through your hands ? 

* With these we are particularly careful. We do not allow them to go 
without first making enquiries of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter in London. 
Their officials see if the emigrant is expected and if proper arrangements 
are made for his reception and employment. By this means it is extremely 
rare for any of our English cases to be refused by the immigration 
authorities.” 

You also have to deal with repatriation cases ? 

“Yes. Nearly all the cases repatriated by the Jewish Board of Guardians 
in London, as well as cases from other places, pass through our hands. We 
have a Shelter of our owa where the people are temporarily accommodated, 
and they are sent to the frontier under the most favourable conditions.” 

Do you have many cases of schnorrers who travel to and fro ? 

“ We have such cases, certainly ; but we are gradually eliminating them. 


Special efforts have been made in Germany during the last few years to 


suppress the wandering schnorrer. A conference was held at Breslau in 
101 on the subject, and a proper scheme was devised by which assistance 
is only given to wanderers in urgent cases by local communities. All other 
cases are referred to a central bureau. We have encountered some difliculties 
in this work from the ultra-orthodox Jews who regard the scientific 
administration of charity as out of consonance with Jewish tradition. I am 
glad to say that this view is not shared by the majority of our coreligionists, 
who hold that the best form of charity is that which gives the most ellica- 
cious help to the most deserving, instead of wasting available charitable 
funds on the undeserving.” 

Does your Committee do anything directly to help suppress the White 
Slave Traflic 

“We have had a great deal to do in that connection. At one time, 
Hamburg was the favourite port of departure for these miscreants and their 
victims. At first they travelled first-class, but later on they thought they 
would better escape observation by using the steerage. Our police 
authorities are, however, very vigilant and we work in the closest co-opera- 
tion with them. A very useful provision in our law is that which 
makes the traflic a criminal offence where there is the slightest element of 
compulsion. It has been held that the purchase of a passage ticket 
for a victim of the traffic constitutes compulsion, and we have been enabled 
to hand over more than one offender who, we were able to prove, had paid 
for the passage of their victims. In this connection I should like to pay a 
txibute to the efliciency of the staff of your Association for the Protection of 
Girls and Women. In a recent case where we effected an arrest, it was 
absolutely necessary to secure the evidence of a woman who had proceeded 
to London, and whose whereabouts were unknown. Your officials discovered 
her with marvellous promptitude, and she returned to Hamburg in the com- 
pany of a representative of the police.” 

Are your relations with the authorities generally cordial ? 

“They are most cordial. The authorities, especially the port authori- 
ties, greatly appreciate our work on behalf of the emigrants, and give us 
every facility and assistance.”

Mrs. Etcunoiz spoke of the work of girls’ clubs in London. 

Vir J. Prac, J.P. said that the economic conditions differed so widely in 
‘he var ous countries where the traflic existed, that each should look at it 
from the standpoint of the various local conditions by which the traflic was 
aifected. In some of the large towns of this country not sufficient attention 
was given to the girls after they left the factories in which they worked. 
He would like to see established a League of Love, with tmuissionaries in every 
town, who would go into the streets and place before the girls the terrible 
conse, vences they incurred by promenading the streets and allowing them- 
selves to be accosted by well-dressed men and women. 

Mr. OswALpD J. SIMON attributed one cause of the evil to improvident 
marriaces. 

Dr. DALCHES thought most of the speakers had exaggerated matters. It 
vas not true that the Jewish race had deteriorated in morals, which could 
only be judged by the life of the ordinary men and women. The moral life 
{the ordinary Jews and Jewesses was still the highest of all the races of 
mankind. In aneient temples prostitution was a part of the service, and the 
first nation to forbid it was Israel. Therefore Israel would not fall againa prey 
toimmorality. The circular letter suggested by the Chief Rabbi should be 
sent to the lay heads of the Jewish communities all over the world, and it 
should contain a proposal that religion classes should be established for 
Jewish virls. 

The H\HAM moved as an amendment to the Chief Rabbi's recommenda- 
tion that the eireular letter should be sent to Rabbis all over the world. 

Dr. D\lCHES seconded, 

The (titer Rabel was of opinion that sending such a letter to the Rabbis 
of France, Germany and Italy would be greatly resented. It was not 
intended to teach people and to tell them what to do. It was simply for 
enlightenment. In the remote towns of Roumania, Russia and Turkey the 
extent of the evil was not known. All that was intended was to bring 
the facts to their notice, but to send such a letter to the Rabbis in 
Nestern Europe was only to make themselves ridiculous. 

Dr. Ditcues: If the French Rabbis resent it, the Russian Rabbis have 
more right to do so. 

The Cuter RABBI: If we limit ourselves simply to communicating the 
resolutions which have been adopted at this Conference, then I would be 
quite willing toassent. At the same time I think it would not have the 
sae elect, but simply for the purpose of having unanimity on the subject 
lam agrecable, 

Mr. . G, MONTEFIORE was very sorry the amendment should have been 
Suggeste’.

Picture palaces. There were two causes to which the evil could be 


traced. One was poverty and the other natural inclination, as was shown 
by the expressions one found chalked up in school playgrounds. 

Miss Netrig Apier, L.C.C., said that it had been suggested that nothing 
was done in England to safeguard the young after leaving school. Of late 
years a great deal had been done in certain respects, and every attempt 
made to postpone entry into the workshop. A great deal of harm came to 
young girls by their obligation to enter the workshop when very young, 
and therefore the County Council had started trades schools where dress- 
making, millinery, fine laundry work, etc., were taucht, whilst at the same 
time ten hours weekly were given to general education. By postponing the 
time of entering the workshop from fourteen to sixteen, and especially by 
the very careful moral training which was given to the girls during those 
two years, they were able to choose the good and leave the evil whenever 
they. went into the workshop. 

The HAHAM said that in the course of the Conference it had been 
assumed that the young people of the East were totally ignorant persons, 
and now they were going to flood them with literature and suddenly open 
their eyes toa new world. Bat was it really so? From his own experi- 
ence he knew thata vast amount of unwholesome literature reached those 
persons, and it should be their duty to supervise it. 

The following resolution, proposed by Baron ALEXANDER GiNZzBURG, was 
carried without discussion :-— 

In consideration of the fact that prostitution seems to be much less practised in 
countries where lads are trained physically, this Conference recommends the import- 
ance of considering the necessity of strengthening tne moral and physical training 
of lads. 

The following recommendation by Baron A. GUNzbURG was fully dis- 
cussed and referred to the English Committee :— ‘ 

The Conference expressed the conviction that the campaign against the traffic 
would always be attended with special difliculties so long as the present terrible con- 
ditions prevail among the Jews of Eastern Europe, and that these conditions are 
largely due to the continued persecution of the Jews in that quarter of Europe and 
to the withholding from them of equal civil and political rights with their fellow- 
citizens of other creeds. 


Several delegates expressed their thanks to the Jewish Association for 
the Protection of Girls and Women for having organised the Conference, 
Professor SIMONS expressing the hope that when the Central Bureau had 
collected a sufficient quantity of material another Conference would be called 
either in London or elsewhere. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that they all desired that the Conference 
should bear good fruit, and they hoped that before long the effect of it would 
be felt. Nothing he or anybody else had said was intended in the slightest 
degree to cast a slur upon either the Rabbis or the Jewish population 
of Eastern Europe. On the contrary, they profoundly admired -~- the 
tenacity with which the bulk of the Jewish population in Russia, 
Roumania and Galicia clung to a high and noble morality in spite 
of the terrible conditions and temptations with which they were surrounded. 
As the work upon which they were engaged was a religious work, besides 
being ethical and moral, they would agree that they should close the Con- 
ference with prayers in the same way as they had begun. 

The Rev. Morris Josern offered up the following prayer, which con- 
cluded the proceedings :— 

Almighty God, we humbly thank Thee for permitting us to come together to do 
in Thy holy name some small part of Thy beneficent work on earth. We thank 
Thee for the light and the truth which Thou has sent forth to lead’ us on our w ay. 
We thank Thee for whatever measure of success has attended our councils, for the 
knowledge we have attained concerning the sore evils that we are hoping to stay, for 
the insight we have gained as to the nifinner in which we should deal with them. We 
thank Thee for the opportunity of drawing closer the ties of brotherhood that unite 
us to our fellow-Israelites throughout the world. © God, made bold by thy loving- 
kindness, we ask fora yet greater portion of Thy blessing. Make this Conference 
fruitful. May it be the means of purging away the dark blot that rests upon the fair 
fame of Israel, of bringing home to those who are directly answerable for this 
unutterable disgrace a penitent sense of their transgression, of restoring in them and 
in the hapless ones whom they have forced or incited to sin, a spirit of reverent 
loyalty to the ancient virtues of our people! And do Thou also bless us, O our 
Father, who are feebly groping our way towards the right and the good. Strengthen 
our will; clarify our vision. Give us more earnestness, more singleness of heart, 
more humility. May the magnitude of the evil that has brought us together keep its 
chastening influences with us, so that we may toil ever more wisely and more bravely 
for the well-being of our fellow-creatureg, for the vindication of goodness, for Thy 
greater glory, O God. Amen. . 

The following recommendations of the English Committee were adopted 
at the afternoon sitting on Tuesday, the 5th :— 

That efforts should be made to get the laws of each country which deal with the 
traflic more strictly enforced and strengthened where necessary, and that this should 
be done in conjunction with the various National (Committees. 

That it is especially desirable that Jews and Jewesses should join the National 
Non-sectarian Committees, and assist, in every way, the efforts which these 
Committees are making to suppress the evil.

REPORT OF THE JEWISH 


Issued at the conclusion of the International Conference on the White 
Slave Traflic, the annual report of the Jewish Association for the Protection 
of Girls and Women comes with particular opportunencess. 

The Gentlemen's Committee, in their report, refer to the Bill, prepared 


ANNUAL ASSOCIATION. 


by the Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies, the National Vigilance | 


Association, the London Council for the Promotion of Public Morality, and 
the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women. The dissolu- 
tion of Parliament, say the Committee, has prevented the Conjoint Committee 
from proceeding in the matter at present, but it is hoped that during 
the first session of the new Parliament facilities will be given to bring in 
the Bill, which will strengthen the laws concerning the traffic, will afford 
additional protection to girls and young women, and will be of great utility 
to the police and all those engaged in the work of suppressing the evil. 

“ Unfortunately,” the Committee remark, “many people still shrink from 
the subject, or regard it as one which does not concern them. Yet it affects 
the reputation and thé welfare of all. Indifference or apathy can but bring 
serious consequences, for it is much to be feared that the evil is on the 
increase.” 

The Committee point out that it is surprising to find how many girls 
travel alone, and how readily they confide in anyone they meet who 
can speak their language. This is in itself a source of danger to them, 
as on their way here they are entrapped by designing men and women 
who give them addresses in London, which are most undesirable, and 
are frequently bad houses, from which, when once entered, escape is 
very difficult. The Committee attach very great importance to their 
work at the docks and railway stations, as they know that their 
vigilance there, aided by the officials at the docks, and steamsbip and rail- 
way companies, has been the means of preventing many thousands of girls and 
young women from being wronged, robbed and ledastray. During 1909, there 
was an appreciable increase in this branch of the work. The total number 
of unprotected girls assisted in 1909 was 676, as against 621 in 1908 and 712 
in 1907. 

The Committee state that the number of girls rejected by the Immigra- 
tion Appeal Board for various reasons has been larger this year than in any 
year since the passing of the Aliens Act. In many of these cases real 
hardship was involved, which the Committee endeavour to mitigate by com- 
municating with their correspondents at the port to which the girls have to 
return, so that they may be properly looked after. In this connection the 
(Committee also have an arrangement with the American Council of Jewish 
Women, whereby they are notified by cable of any girl who has been deported 
owing to sickness or insanity and of any girl who has been rejected upon 
arrival and who needs attention. The Committee endeavour to have the 
unhappy girl met and seen off during her journey across England on ler 
way to the Continent. They have been fortunate in securing the ready and 
willing co-operation of the Liverpool Board of Guardians, which has 
attended to all cases that have arrived at their port. The Committee are 
hopeful that the dock and railway station work which they have been 
doing in London, will be extended to other ports and towns in the provinces. 
They point out that the stringency which now exists in America and also 
in Canada with regard to the admission of alien immigrants, and the con- 
sequent rejections, is another reason why greater activity must be shown in 
this country, as many of these rejections are cases of girls who have booked 
their passage via England, and who need looking after when they return. 

The Committee have this year had todeal with a large number of cases of 
children. They found that these children were being led astray by men who 
were inculcating into them immoral habits. The Committee's solicitor found 
it was not possible to institute criminal proceedings against the men, owing 
to the lack of corroborative evidence. But, in conjunction with the police, 
the men were warned, and there has been a complete cessation of the acts 
referred to. 

The Committee confirm the statements already made in the Jewisi 
CHRONICLE a8 to the serious extent to which the traffic is going on in 
Turkey. They have received very serious information from Constantinople, 
they say, which has become a market for the traflic. “The details.” remark 
the Committee, “are too horrible for publication.” The Chief Rabbi, M. 
Nahoum, has taken the matter up, and has been successfal in interesting 
other leading Jews and several Government officials. The matter is also 


receiving the attention of a Jewish gentleman in London, who has much 
influence here and in Turkey. 


The Committee add that :— 


Lack of space precludes our giving even a brief account of each of the 435 cases 
which came to us during 1909. Iftheir details were written they would fill a large 
volume of the saddest stories of sorrow and suffering, of wrongs which marked the 
victims for life, of wrongdoings which brand the doers as criminals of the most 
repugnant iype. Such a book would, we are sure, awaken indignation and pity in 
the heart of even an unemotional and callous reader. 

Reference is also made in the report of the Association to the excellent 
work of Charcroft House, the Intermediate Home. the Sara Pyke House, the 
Visiting Branch, the Jewish Domestic Training Home, and the Stamford Hill 
Certified Industrial School for Jewish Girls. It is pointed out that the 
expenditure of the Association is, and always must be, a difficult problem to 
face. A sum of at least £300 annually must be forthcoming to meet the 


Association’s manifold claims. The Association is eminently worthy of the 
sympathy and support of the community.

than that people should be miserable on the Sabbath. They knew that 
millions of Jews kept the traditional Sabbath and there was not one who 
starved by reason of it. Thousands of people had sacrificed a day's work in 
order to attend Rabbi Gordon's funeral, and he declared that there was 
absolately no ground for the assumption that people were not ready to make 
the same sacrifice on the Sabbath. “The early Christians had kept the 
saturday Sabbath until they had been ordered to dissociate themselves from 
the Jews. Were they to follow so mean and cowardly an example? There 
was certainly no success likely to attend that idea. What was the object 
of this expenditure of money and brain power? It was in order to retain 
those they called the “drifters.” They attempted to retain the “ drifters ” 
by drifting themselves even at a more rapid rate. These people would 
never attend a Sunday service in great numbers. They would not sacrifice 
their golf, their motoring, their week-ends, or a day on the river, foraservice 
on Sunday which had no authority whatsoever. Every religion suffered 
from luxurious living and from indolence, but he thought the Jews suffered 
less than other faiths, in spite of their burdens. 
REFORM WAS LIKE AN INTOXICANT ; 
the more that was taken the more was wanted. The Berkeley Street Syna- 
gorue had started with moderate reform which was now being increased. 
Dr. Vise had declared that no man or woman was religious who offended the 
religious susceptibilities of his or her parents. Would Mr. Claude Montefiore 
declare that he had not facilitated and caused divisions in family life 
whereby the children acted contrary to the religious susceptibilities of 
their parents? Mr. Montefiore must call that a wrongful act. One might 
even co further and call it a crime; at any rate he ought not to have 
encouraged it. Mr. Montefiore was still connected with two Jewish educa- 
tional institutions. He (Lord Swaythling) had worked for seven years to 
(dissociate him from the Jewish Religious Education Board, and he had at 
last succeeded. Mr. Montefiore had been induced to go because his 
personality was considered injurious. And yet he was not in such immediate 
contact with the children as he was at the Westminster Jews’ Free School. 
Mr. Montefiore had published

frankly asserting that he would allow the present system to go on, but if 
he found an opportunity he would adopt another way of teaching. In spite 
of that warning, Mr. Montefiore was still the Vice-President of the West- 
iinster Jews’ Free School and President of the Infant School. Two or three 
letters attacking him (Lord Swaythling) had been published in the Jewisu 
CHRONICLE. He seldom or never took any notice of anonymous communica- 
tions, but one signed “ K.M.” with him in attacking Mr. Montefiore’s 
relicious views, and also mentioned nothing about the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School. The writer had, however, pointed out that the children left 
the Infants’ School at seven years of age, and were, therefore, not likely to 
be atlected by Mr. Montefiore’s influence, but he had pointed out in his 
letter that Mr. Montefiore’s influence in the appointment of a Christian 
teachcr, and on the Jewish teachers must be detrimental to the school.

Another letter had emanated from Mr. L. Davidson. That gentleman was 
quite illogical. He (Lord Swaythling) had never said anything against the 
teaching of the children of the Westminster Jews’ Free School. He had 
merely pointed out the absurdity of Mr. Montefiore, when speaking at the 
distribution of prizes at the school, praising the Hebrew and Religious 
instruction given there. How could any man say such words in one place 
and in another place try to diminish the respect of Jews for their religion ? 
What could they do to protect the orthodox against such attacks—the 
children above all? He thought that the Federation was their mainstay, 
their sheet-anchor. He thought that if he were to ask for a thousand 
members of the Federation to be sworn in as special constables for the 
protection of their religion he could get them; but he would like a 
combination of all the orthodox congregations of London to join 
together to resist these inroads on the faith of the Bible. As 
a preliminary measure he had nominated three ministers to help 
in resisting these attacks. The gentleman appointed would visit in the 
East End, help the people in their religious difficulties, and endeavour 
to secure the attendance at Synagogue of those who at present abstained.

than wean a child away from the religious opinions of its parents, and when 
a so-called Jew with all the resources of wealth and great position 
endeavoured to destroy traditional religious beliefs they must do their 
utmost to withstand his attacks.

Mr. MARK Moses, who seconded the resolution, congratulated the Presi- 
dent on his return to England in health and vigour. He said that the 
Philpot Street Synagogue, with its Sabbath congregations of 1,400 or 1,500 
people, where children waited half-an-hour before the doors opened to get 
in, and where people were unable to obtain admission every weck, was 
sufficient proof of the vitality of orthodox Jimlaism in the East End. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU said he did not oppose the resolution, buat’ he 
thought it quite unnecessary. The President had himself shown that no 
danger to orthodox Judaism was to be apprehended from Mr. Montetiore’s 
movement. He had not the slightest objection to Mr. Montefiore endeavour- 
ing to give some religion to those who at present had none at all. 

Mr. S. ReicHMAN said that they were concerned chiefly. about the 
children. 

Mr. MicHvket Levy said he disagreed with Mr. Landau. The resolution 
was absolutely necessary. Mr. Montefiore and his coadjutors were worse 
than Christian missionaries, and they were bound to protest against their 
activity.

The SECRETARY stated that the receipts so far, as a result of the annual 
appeal for the Board of Guardians, were the lowest on record, and he hoped 
that the synagogues would make a special effort to augment their collections. 

A letter was read from Lord Rothschild, acknowledging his re-election 
as Hon. President of the Federation. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU announced that he had decided to present £1,000 
to the Federation as the nucleus of a fund for providing dowries for the 
daughters of members of the Federation.

A. A. Green, Mr. I. H. Hersch and A. M.Hyamson, Council. The next regular 
meeting of the Lodge will be held on the 8th of May. 
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A magnificent programme was provided by Dr. Henri Viotta who con- 
ducted his Residentie Orkest of the Hague, at Queen's Hall, on Wednesday 
week before a crowded and an enthusiastic audience. A bright and vigorous 
performance of Bach's Brandenburg Concerto opened the concert and was 
followed by Mendelssohn's Violin Concerto in which Miss May Harrison 
played the solo part displaying excellent command of her instrument and 
a more resolute attack than has hitherto distinguished ber playing. 
Beethoven's 5th Symphony fittingly held the place of honour and was 
remarkably impressive throughout, the broad and majestic character of the 
first movement contrasting splendidly with the singing quality of the 
Andante, while the delicacy of the third movement never lost strength. 
Perhaps the atmosphere of lofty thought which it created still hung over 
the next performance, for it was in Strauss’s wonderful “Tod und Ver- 
klirang”’ that the greatest heights were reached by both Orchestra and 
Conductor; no “ragged edges” of phrasing, no vague outlines here, but a 
complete sympathy and resolute intention which realised the emotional 
significance of the work to the full. Mme. Leonie Viotta, who possesses a 
pleasant mezzo-soprano voice, Was heard in a Recitative and Aria, * Iphigenie 
aus Tauris.” by «a Dutch composer, Charles Coster, and the concert closed 
with a tine rendering of the Prelude and Licbestod from Wagner's “ Tristan,” 
after which the audience gave way to boundless enthusiasm, recalling Dr. 
Viotta again and again. | 

In the evening, at \lbert Hall, “ Tod und Verklirung ” wag heard again, 
this time under the direction of Dr. Frederic Cowen, who conducted the 
Festival of Empire Orchestra of 100 performers, but here (though a fine 
rendering was given) it proved an ill-set jewel, for it was placed immediately 
before a representative procession from the Festival of Empire Pageant 
through the arena and some explanatory speeches by various members 


of the Council, the latter proving of more exciting interest to the 
audience, For the rest, Miss Dorothy Siik displayed a charming 
soprano voice, sweet, flexible and of excellent quality, in 


Rossinis Aria, “Una Voce poca fa” and two effectively seored songs by 
Granville Bantoek. Mr. Dettmar Dressel justified his title of Violin 
Virtuoso in Variations of Krnst and a Wilhelmj Polonaise, and Mr. Jacques 
Renard was well applauded for his playing of Max Brach’s “Kol Nidrei.” 
Orchestral numbers by Dr. Cowen, Sullivan, and Elgar were admirably 
played and reflected every credit on the players who were performing 
together for the first time in public. Needless to say, no more experienced 
and able conductor than Dr. Cowen could have been secured for the occasion. 

At Queen's Hall yesterday week Mme. Nina Menzies once more gave a 
successful vocal recital with the aid of the New Symphony Orchestra con- 
ducted by Mr. Landon Konald, who also directed spirited performances of 
Edward German’s “ Welsh Khapsody,” Granville Bantock’s “ Pierrot of the 
Minute,” Tschaikowsky's * Romeo and Julict " Fantasy, and the ever-popular 
overture to“ Tannhiuser” of whiclran appreciative audience demanded a 
repetition. Mme, Menzies, as at her previous recitals, gave preference to 
the songs that are not too often heard. 

On Sunday, at the Albert Hall. Mr. Ronald and his orchestra repeated 
the * Romeo and Juliet” Fantasy, and also gave enjoyable performances of 
Weber's Euryanthe" Overture, Nicolai’s “Merry Wives of Windsor,”

HERR WOLFFSOHN’S VISIT TO ENGLAND. 


As already announced, Herr Wolffsohn will address a public meeting, 
under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, at the Pavilion 
Theatre, Whitechapel Road, next Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. Sir Francis 
Montefiore, Hon. President of the Federation, will be in the Chair, and the 
speakers will include Dr. Charles Dreyfus, J.P., President, and Mr. L. J. 
Greenberg, Vice-President of the Federation. It has also been arranged 
that Herr Wolffsohn will address meetings at Glasgow next Tuesday, Man- 
chester on May 2nd, and at Leeds on May ‘rd. The meeting previously 
arranged for Liverpool has had to be postponed, owing to the exigences of 
time. A number of functions will take place in connection with Herr 
Wolffsohn's visit to London. Among others, the Hebrew Club will receive 
him at its first meeting, which is to take place at Armfield’s Hotel, and the 
Ahavas Zion Association will give a public dinner in his honour. 


MEETING OF THE INNER ACTIONS COMMITTEE. 


[Frem Our Correspondent. | 
COLOGNE, April 12. 

A meeting of the Inner Actions Committee was held on Sanday and 
Monday at the Zionist Central Office in Cologne, All the members of the 
Committee took part in the proceedings, namely :— 

President Wotrrsoun, Heer J. H. Kann and Professor Warburg. In addition, 
l)r. Bodenheimer, Chairman of the Jewish National lund, and Herr J. Kremenezky, 
of Vienna, Director of the Jewish National Fund, participated in the deliberations ; 
Herr S. Hoofien, Director of the Central Office, and I’r. M. Rosenbluth, Secretary, 
were also present, 

The principal subject of discussion consisted of various projects relating 
to work in Palestine. Heer KANN and Professor WARBURG submitted a 
detailed report on the enterprises contemplated in Palestine. It was 
resolved to approach the Jewish National Fund with the request that it 
should participate, within the scope of its powers, in the more important 
undertakings projected by the Smaller Actions Committee. It was also 
resolved, out of the funds of the David and Fanny Wolffsohn Foundation, to 
make an immediate beginning with the erection, in the first place, of fifteen 
workmen's houses. to be distributed among various Jewish colonies ; and, 
in conjanction with the Jewish National Fund, to make arrangements for the 
building of other workmen's houses. It was further resolved to equip the 
museum of the Bezalel, and to undertake the necessary steps for the forma- 
tion of a Museum Society. 

The PRESIDENT reported that no Shekel revenue for the year 5670 had 
yet been received, whilst the needs of the Organisation were daily upon the 
increase. It was thereupon resolved to address an urgent appeal to the 
various Federations, requesting them to collect and remit the Shekel monies 
immediately and to put forth energetic efforts to raise funds for some 
important Peess undertakings of the Organisation, as these, in spite of good 
beginnings, must otherwise be discontinued. It was also resolved to draft 
a scheme for the coneentration and co-ordination of propaganda and for the 
raising of funds for the various existing undertakings in Palestine. 

The proposals for the Agrarian Credit Institute were discussed in detail. 
As the basis of this project had somewhat changed, it was decided that 
the’ present state of affairs should be brought to the cognisance of the 
Commission. 

Professor WARBURG presented a report on the state of the preliminary 
preparations for the Hygienic (Microbiological) Institute, and stated that an 
association of Jewish doctors, which would co-operate in the enterprise, was 
in process of formation. 

It was resolved to convene the annual Conference for June 27th and 28th, 
in Berlin. 

The Zionist situation in certain countries was the subject of detailed 
deliberation. The internal affairs of the organisation were exhaustively 
discussed, and a series of resolutions relating thereto were adopted. These 
resolutions, as well as all the others that were considered in the course of 
the meeting, were adopted unanimously. 


A MANIFESTO. 


Messrs. Norman Bentwich, H. Sacher and Leon Simon have drawn up a 
manifesto in which they urge the following reforms :— 


1. The constitution of a representative body of Zionists in Palestine, under the 
direct control of a member of the Smaller Actions Committee, which shall be com- 
petent to advise on schemes of work in that country, and whose recommendations, 
when approved by Congress, or (between two Congresses) by the Greater Actions 
Committee, shall have an absolute claim on the support of all Zionists. 

~. An increase, in the Smaller Actions Committee, which must include represen- 
tatives of Palestine and of the Russian Zionists. 

5. The establishment of the headquarters at some centre of Jewish life. 

4. The assignment to each member of the Smaller Actiéns Committee of the duty 
of superintending a definite branch of Zionist work. 

5. The strengthening of the Greater Actions Committee in such a way as to enable 


it to represent and enforce the views of the mass of Zionists in the intervals between 
Congresses. 


Steps are being taken to have the manifesto considered by Zionist 
societies and by the English Zionist Federation. 


Mr. Paul Goodman has been appointed Secretary of the English Zionist 
Federation in place of Mr. Israel Cohen. 


The Daily News, of Wednesday, printed a letter from Mr. Norman Bentwich 


replying to Mr. Zangwill’s attack on the Zionist movement in the columns of that 
journal. 


ASSOCIATION UF EAST LONDON ZIONISTS.—The annual meeting 


was held last Saturday evening at Zion Hall. Mr. F. Horn having opened the meeting, | 


the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom was voted tothe Chair. Mr. Goldbloom reported on the 
work performed by the Association during the year. The balance-sheet showed 
income £227 and expenditure £210. In addition, the National Fund Commission of 
“Zion” collected during the year, by means of boxes, stamps, street collections, self- 
taxation, etc.,the sum of £148, besides about £20 collected last Purim. The result 
shows that by the efforts of a group of about ten people the Jewish National Fund 
has been augmented by nearly £170. The Share Commission of “Zion,” by means 
ofstamps, has redeemed 31 shares of the Jewish Colonial Trust and 14 of the Anglo- 
Palestine Company. The Association hasa hall of its own (the number of members 
being 502) an office for the National Fund Commission for England, a library and 
reading room, Hebrew classes for adults, etc. The following were elected: Messrs. 
F. Horn, L. Kessler, J. K. Goldbloom, Dr. J. M. Salkind, L. Eisen (Treasurer) 
and A. Shereshevsky (Hon. Secretary), these forming the Council, and a Committee

programme for the solution of the problem which faced Jewry. With 


regard to the persecution in Russia and Roumania, it would take him 
far too long to go into detail, but from reports which he assured them were 


authentic be was sorry to say that the situation, bad as it had been in former 
vp pa. was never as bad as at present. Only that day he had hada visit from 
ayn coument Rassian Jew who had spoken to him about the almost hopeless 
position of their brethren in that Empire. It was a mistake to imagine that 


pogroms were the worst things that happened to Jews in Russia; 
eeonumic persecution alone was terrible, and there couid be

or dem oralising as the grinding misery thus inflicted on their coreligionists. 
Only suite recently, M. Schwartz, the Minister of Education, obtained a 
decres of the Tsar, restricting the number of Jews at schools and colleges. 


In Roumania, the situation was very much the same, and again in 
that country the economic question for the Jew was a very serious 
one. Expulsions from several districts were being continued, and the 
misery was appalling. The situation was rendered still more hopeless by the 
present delicate international situation, as any interference by one power 
on behalf of the Jews might lead to controversies which would divide the 
Powers. He also referred to the oppression of Finland by Russia and hoped 
that, as a consequence, the Finns would show a little more sympathy to the 
Jews than they had done hitherto. The progress of events in Turkey also 
went jastify the existence of the Ito, for it was patent to all and speeches 
at the last Zionist Congress also proved that—that the Turks would not 
sanct an autonomous settlement of Jews in Palestine. Even were the 
Young turks by some chance to adopt a policy of local autonomy, it would 
not be of any help to the Jew because of the fact that the overwhelming 
majority of the population of the Holy Land were Arabs. In fact, Zionism‘ 
outside the field of practical polities, and in Itoism lay the only 
possible ehanee of the solution of the Jewish problem. The truth was

that while Zionism was a receding and diminishing hope, Ltoism as a practical 
theory held the field. They had not yet found the promised land; that, 


however, had not been for the want of land. There was plenty of it, but they 
were exceedingly fastidious and were anxious to lay their foundations solidly.

He could 
not say that he was quite as enthusiastic over the project as some of his 
colleagues, but Mesopotamia offered greater propects for them than did Pales- 
tine, as, unlike Palestine, Mesopotamia needed population. And for that reason, 
as well as for the reason that Mesopotamia was engaging the attention of 
great et. gineers and the most eminent politicians and financiers of the whole 
world and well-nigh the whole of the Jewish community, he had subordinated 
lis judgement. .Moreover, Mesopotamia appealed equally to the Ito, the lea 
and the Zionists, and there was consequently a chance of uniting the whole 
of Jewry in any scheme for its colonisation. Apart from Mesopotamia, 
they had other offers of land from other parts of the world, and a commission 
was about to go out to another country, where the prospects of settlement 
seemed to be rather promising. With all this, he had always felt that 
ltoism could never be the complete solution of the Jewish problem. That 
still lay in emigration and in emancipation in the countries themselves. 
But if lfoland was not yet obtainable, Itoism helped the Jew to escape 
from the tiery furnace by its emigration scheme. They had sent 
1,300 EMIGRANTS TO GALVESTON 

and the shipments there were now increasing rapidly. Their scheme 
Was not only an emigration scheme but also a distributing scheme. In 
addition to Galveston they were opening up another channel further 
south. That was not only work for the present but work for the future, 
inasmuch as they were preventing congestion on the beaten tracks and thus 
Were keeping open the channels of emigration and opening up new and 
Wholesome places of refage. That he believed was exceedingly valuable work. 
In conclusion he trusted that England and the foreign communities would 
take energetic steps to make better the lot of the Jews of Roumania. Russia 
Stood upon a different basis, as Roumania was pledged up to the hilt to be 
fair to her Jewish subjects. She had broken her word in disregarding the 
Berlin Treaty, and he urged that pressure should be brought to bear upon her 
by England and America to enforce her to redeem her pledges to the Jews. 

lajor-General Sir ALFRED TURNER, in moving a resolution expressing 
4ppoval of the programme laid down by the Executive of the Ito, associated 
himself with Mr. Wolf in congratulating Mrs. Guest on her marriage. He 
€xpressed his appreciation of the Jewish race, of their very high ideals 
and aspirations of their moral, social and religious code and of their robust 
and superhuman tenacity of purpose, which had enabled them to survive 
decades of centuries of persecution and dispersion. 

Mr. H. M. Kise, in seconding the resolution, observed that the Ito had 
made wonderful progress, but the danger at present was that they were not 
receiving opposition.

The Accident to the * Cairnrona "': Grave Allegations. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sirk,—The unfortanate accident to the Cairnrona has proved a benefit 
in disguise to the 120 Jewish transmigraints, since a most undesirable con- 


dition of affairs has been disclosed. In the first place, the ship Was 


overcrowded, and it is somewhat surprising that the Board of Trade officials 


at Neweastle-on-Tyne permitted more than one thousand haman beings to be 
huddled together for a long voyage in a ecattle-ship. The passage from 
Newcastle to Portland Maine) would have occupied twenty days. This fact, 
however, was not discovered by the Jewish emigrants until they had been a! 
sea. The “Cairnrona”™ left Neweastle on Tuesday, April oth, and would 
therefore not have arrived at her destination till April 25th, the second day 
of Pesach. That would have meant actual deprivation of food for nearly 
every one of the 120 Jewish emigrants, even if they could have obtained, on 
landing, food from local Jewish residents. 

But quite apart from the intervening holy days which the Jewish 
emigrants would have had to spend on an overcrowded ship, it is alleged that 
no adequate provision had been made for the supply of ordinary food. All 
the Jewish passengers by the “ Cairnrona” are complaining that they had to 
pay sums from one dollar upwards to be supplied with bread during the 
short time which elapsed between leaving Newcastle and the explosion. I 
understand that the Committee of the Jewish Shelter are in possession of 
statements made by passengers as to the treatment they received on board the 
“Cairnrona,” and it is to be hoped that the enquiry which is being 
instituted will be of a most searching character. The allegations made by 
the emigrants are of too serious a nature to be glossed over by the Board of 
Trade. 

Another matter which requires investigation, but which does not con- 
cern the Government authorities in this country, should form the subject of 
enquiry by some Jewish organisation, such as the Hilfsverein der deutschen 
Juden, since the alleged overcharges for passage money, of which the now 
enlightened emigrants by the “Cairnrona’’ complain, originated on the 
Continent. 

The Hilfsverein should have an accredited agent at Rotterdam to advise 
intending emigrants. The German Association might also undertake to 
spread information concerning emigration amongst the Jews of Russia, 
Austria and Roumania. It is simply heartrending to hear the tales of the 
deprivations undergone by the emigrants in order to scrape together their 
passage-money, which only enables the head of the family to migrate. If 
unscrupulous agents were suppressed, many an emigrant, who reluctantly 
leaves his wife and family behind uatil he can send for them, would have 
sufficient money to take the family with him to America. There is some 
supervision at the ports of Hamburg and Bremen. Rotterdam should now 
also engage the serious attention of Jewish organisations.

From Our Correspondent | 


What is, perhaps, one of the most human of the reports issued by the 
London County Council has just made its appearance. It deals with 
the improvement in the character of the school child of to-day, as compared 
with his or her prototype of two or three decades ago. Head-teachers and 
Government inspectors join in a chorus of praise at the change for the better 
in the average child. “ The type of child,’ says a Bethnal Green teacher, 
“is decidedly gentler and more considerate.” There is far less wanton 
mischief, she thinks, and very little of the spirit that once delighted 
in thwarting authority. But it has to be borne in mind that the average 
head-teacher knows little of the doings of her protégés outside the 
school gates. She will usually be found to have a very hazy idea of their 
home conduct, however exemplary their application to the school routine 
might be. 

Walk through the more populous streets of the East End on any Sabbath 
or Sunday afternoon, and you will be indeed fortunate if you find a little 
of that “distinct improvement in manners ” so glowingly recorded in this 
document. On the contrary, to adduce an instance, in nine cases out of ten 
the little folks will be found to monopolise the pavement, and will resolutely 
refuse to budge an inch, even when politely requested to do so. If you 
happen to be decently dressed they will run alongside, comment audibly 
upon your attire, and make themselves generally obnoxious, Not infrequently 
the parents will be seen standing at their doors, smiling at the delicious 
precocity of the dear little things. 

Head teachers may say what they like, but all their adulation will not 
convinee those who know their East End well that the manners of the 
children show any marked improvement. Indeed, it is pretty obvious that 
the more they learn, the less regard they seem able to spare for the common 
civilities. Social workers and district visitors will readily admit this. As 
for respect for its elders, the average school child of to-day knows not the 
meaning of the words. What is the remedy? many a reader will ask. The 
remedy lies in the hands of those parents who are blindly indulgent— 
those fond mothers and fathers who seem to forget that in exercising their 
authority now and again they are but acting in the best interests of the race 
of to-morrow. Parents who allow children of eleven, twelve, or thirteen 
vears of age to attend matinees of lurid melodramas on a Sabbath afternoon 
are unworthy of the name. but, then, this is likewise the fault of the 
Sabbath Classes. These serried rows of youthful “ pittites ’ offer a strik- 
ing opportunity for Jewish missionary effort. Herein lies a hint for the 
three centlemen whom Lord Swaythling has delighted to honour. 

The election of Mr. Louis Davis as a member of the St. Georve's-in-the- 
East Guardians has caused some satisfaction in the East End. Mr. Davis, 
who was formerly on the Stepney Borough Council, relinquished the various 
oflices held by him, owing to an illness, three years ago. His re-entry ‘nto 
public life carries with it the good wishes of the people of East London. 

The organisation work for the next census is proceeding apace, and is 
being conducted in a manner which promises to mark the 1911 census as the 
most therouch of its kind. In essentially Jewish districts, especial pains will 
be taken to make the returns as reliable as possible, seeing that in the past 
there has been a certain amount of reticence on the part of foreign house- 
holders to furnish the necessary details. Anything bearing the impress of 
oflicialism is, and ever has been, anathema and under suspicion. Hence the 
advisability of the appointment of enumerators with a working knowledge 
of Yiddish. 

The Secretary of the Census Oflice informs me that no doubt the local 
registrars will appoint persons with a knowledge of Yiddish for those dis- 
tricts where this qualification would be useful in the enumeration of the 
population. Apart from this, the persons appointed will have to possess a 
certain amount of tact, and if their mission is to be fruitful in results it 
would be as well if their methods were as unlike those adopted by charity 
investigators as possible. There is almost certain to be a rush on the part 
of those anxious to take up enumeration work, but it might as well be stated 
in advance that the guinea fee will have to be earned. 


Once again, the Jews’ Temporary Shelter has had the opportunity, as one 
paper describes it, of “ acting the good Samaritan.” Last Friday the officials 
assumed charge of more than a hundred of those immigrants who were 
temporarily stranded, as the result of the explosion and subsequent fire on 
the Newcastle liner “ Cairnrona.” The Jewish immigrants were met by an 
official of the Shelter at 1.30 a.m. last Friday morning. Many were without 
shoes and stockings, and some of the men were coatless. All were ravenously 
hungry, and at } a.m. a welcome hot meal was served, and the immigrants 
comfortably housed until further arrangements were possible. 


The past week has been somewhat of an exciting one from the standpoint 
of disappointed emigrants, some seven hundred Russians waiting patiently for 
re-shipment to Canada. Leman Street, therefore, had more than its usual 
number of foreign visitors, whose quaint garb and quainter language attracted 
considerable local attention. 

The forthcoming meeting of the “ Mehil Sedaca” Society, whose object 
is the granting of marriage-dowers to girls of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Jews’ Congregation, reminds me that the history of the Society dates 
as far back as 1720. The brides-to-be who make their annual claims to the 
bounty seem to grow fewer as the years roll by. Whether it is that young 
men are scarce, or whether the congregational superstition that these 
dowries do not make for marital happiness, is not quite clear. Not impro- 
bably the fair daughters of the Ashkenazi Community could shed a little 
light on the hymeneal problem. 

Mr. Isaac Perez has just retired from the Chairmaaship of the Workhouse 
Committee of the Whitechapel Guardians, a position he has held for some 
twelve years. lew of the predecessors of Mr. Perez have filled the position 
with such energy and tact. Apart from the eminently businesslike methods 
which he has brought to bear upon his office, he has infused no little of the 
spirit of human kindness into the deliberations of a Committee where that 
spirit is so frequently needed. It is interesting to record that in addition 
to having been chairman Mr. Perez was the only Jew on the Workhouse 
Committee. Although, happily, the number of coreligionists in the local 
“house” has seldom exceeded one per cent., Mr. Perez has spared no pains 
to ensure their comfort and the paying of due regard to their dietary needs, 

Mrs. Leverton Harris, whose interest in the poor of Stepney is a house- 
hold word, has arranged an entertainment in aid of the funds of the Tweeddale 
Guild. The Guild, it should be explained, is doing a splendid work in giving 
employment to nearly 200 poor Stepney women. The entertainment is to be 
held at the residence of Viscount and Viscountess Ridley, 10, Carlton House 
Terrace, next Wednesday, and that distinguished French actress, Mme. 
Réjane, has placed her services at the disposal of Mrs. Harris, and has 
generously consented to recite two monologues. It is hoped that the enter- 
tainment will meet with merited success.

The 
tiny, |ow-roofed grocers store that was a Passover treasure-house for the 
Jewis!) matron is installed in a new red-brick building, with telephone and 
telegraphic address complete. We feel that we are growing older. 

Granted that at ordinary times an ineffable delight attaches to shopping 
_with the necessary qualification of a well-filled purse—that pleasure is 
increased tenfold when Passover looms in the distance—Passover with its 
hundred-and-one household needs and gustatory experiences. To this 
writers mind, the festival of the matzo appeals to ninety-nine out of 
every hundred of our people, by reason of its dietetic potentialities. Let 
us grumble, if we mast, at the sad havoc the “ poor bread ” sometimes plays 
with our digestions, but let us also remember that the good things far out- 
weigh the discomforts. For eight days we assume the role, unconsciously 
maybe. of bons vivants, and it is the business of the up-to-date shopkeeper to 
make the most of his annual opportunity, to tempt us with all the artistry 
at his disposal. 

There was a time when the Jewish store-keeper was a most conserva- 
tive individual. Many old-fashioned readers will bear me out in the state- 
ment (iat his was the “ my-goods-speak-for-themselves " attitade. He would 
geour bis shelves and shop-window with kosher soap, seck the aid of a few 
sheets of white paper—emblem of his commercial purity—place his Pesachdik 
goods therein in serried array, and serve you in a manner that made you feel 
that you were honouring yourself by purchasing his wares. He was an 
autocrat, for in the days of which I write there were but few Jewish shop- 
keepers worth noting; they held the monopoly. 

Now, all has changed. A hundred rivals bid for your custom. A hun- 
dred shopkeepers deck their windows in festal array, and a hundred heads 
bave been nigh to bursting with ideas for novel displays calculated to rivet 
your attention and secure your patronage. Competition! ‘tis the salt, the 
tonic of life. 

Instinctively we turn to “the Lane,” where the wives and the mothers 
in Isracl are to be seen scouring the shops in search of china, ironmongery, 
and the establishment where matzos are to be obtained a farthing a pound 
cheaper than anywhere else, For our fair sister, we cannot but admit it, is 
a born cheap-jack. To watch her haggling with the obdurate salesman is in 
itself an education, convincing anyone of her nimble wit and unfailing resource. 

Stand outside the Jews’ Free School, and with the vista that is opened 
up you will observe what a wonderful change the coming festival is effect- 
ing; over all there is the spirit of Passover. So we are off to see what the 
shops have to offer us. Our time is our own, our leisure ample. 

Our friend Barnett, the “ kosher king,” whose wares have gained the 
commendation of a greater number of pressmen, litterati and others of that 
curious ilk, than any other individual connected with the kosher meat industry, 
seeks the why and the wherefore of our visit. “ Passover shopping?” he 
hazards, and forthwith we commence exploring the resources of 79-81, 
Middlesex Street. They are seemingly illimitable. Plump chickens, ducks, 
geese and capons have been fattened up for weeks past, to be sacrificed on 
the altar of Passover’s needs. “ Do we feed them on motza-kleis’” enquired 
Mr. Barnett. “No. Not exactly.” At the present time the birds are making 
the most of existence in the neighbourhood of breezy downs, far from smoky 
London. Unwittingly they are building up that plumpness which is soon to 
bring about their undoing. Fine sheep, with pedigrees that make you feel 
inclined to doff your hat to them, are visiting Middlesex Street to swell the 
Vassover resources, destined alas! to be cut off in the prime of their career. 

Ere long the resources of these * Parveyors in Judah” will be strained

have streamed steadily in during the past few weeks, and many cases of 
other specialities of the firm have been packed off to sunnier or colder 
climes.

Apart from an 
unrivalled stock of Hebrew books, he is selling some excellent brands of 
Passover wine, spirits and liqueurs. 

_ One must go to Spitalfields, itself the centre of a large Jewish popula- 
tion, for the oldest Passover cake and biscuit bakery in England. Mr. 
Coleman Solomon's establishment in Wilkes Street has survived the passage 
of time, which has brought many rivals. Motzas here are 4\d. per pound and 
best meal 5d. 

“Beauty of Zion” and “ Perle de Zion” are two brands of capital wine 
introduced by a Palestinian, Mr. Chaikin, of 228, Commercial Road. There 
are several grades to be recommended from personal experience. 

Turning Citywards again, another very old-established firm of kosher 
cordial manufacturers bids for our custom: The “name on the label” is 
“ Josephs,” and the address Stoney Lane. It isn't every firm of Jewish wine 
dealers that can claim the uninterrupted patronage of the Jewish pecrage— 
in itself a valuable testimonal. 

German and American motzas and Passover groceries in great variety 
are being specially stocked by Mr. G. A. Green, of 7, Commercial Street. 
Dried fruits, almonds, spices, and most of the necessities for the Passover 
larder may be obtained bere. 

Free delivery to all parts of London of miscellaneous goods, motzas, 
salad oils, fruits, teas and spices is undertaken by Messrs. Skylinsky. of 39, 
Wentworth Street, Aldgate. A ‘phone message to 6852 London Wall will be 
quite sufficient to meet the needs of the busy housekeeper. 

Tea labelled “ kosher" is something of a novelty, even in an age when 
the most unexpected articles are rendered fit to have that magic term 
appended. Messrs. Brooke, Bond and Co., enterprising as ever, have arranged 
to pack Passover tea under ecclesiastical supervision. A seal is to be found 
on every packet, and there are indeed few establishments which do not stock 
their tasty blends. 

Kosher lemonade, too, is available at prices that are by no means pro- 
hibitive. The Direct Mineral Water Supply Company, Ltd., with branches 
in Acton, Tottenham, Tooting and Ilford have arranged to supply kosher 
lemonade and soda-water in large bottles at ls. 3d. per dozen. Distance is 
no object, but early ordering is essential. 

Webbs, of Whitechapel, established just over 108 years ago, have a 
separate compartment for the Passover trade at 118, High Street. New 
bottles and new measures only are used for the occasion. 

Mr. B. Aarons, of the “ Sir John Falstaff,” Houndsditch, has a varied stock 
of cordials, and Messrs. Ratzker and Co., 57, Cannon Street Road, offer a 
very tasty wine, at from 5d. to 2s. per bottle. Carriage is paid on all goods 
over the value of £1 to any part of Great Britain. 

Mr. R. Davis, of 14, Wentworth Street, with a reputation for dairy 
produce of first-class quality, offers Passover butter, cheese and eggs at the 
lowest possible prices. Miss M. Silver, of 4/7, Goodge Street, has 
stocked an excellent variety of Passover provisions, and will doubtless 
receive the patronage of that ever-growing section of our coreligionists who 
have pitched their tents in the West Central district. 

Avother firm in West London, Messrs. B. Danzig and Company, of 3s, 
Berwick Street, stock a splendid variety of Palestine wines and cognac. 
Those desirous of spending Seder Nights in the same district should make 
application to Mr. S. Abrahamson, of 113, Oxford Street, whose «a la carte 


dinners and Passover teas should bring to his restaurant an ever-growing

Moreover, the 
demands of ritual and hygiene will be found to be scrupulously respected in 
every instance. A list of the firms catering for this special trade is 
appended, Their addresses will be found to extend over the length and 
breadth of the metropolis. 

The Aylesbury Dairy Company, with chief offices at 31, St. Petersburgh 
Place, has local branches all over London. A glance at our advertisement 
columns will give the list of addresses in full. As heretofore, Messrs. 
Welford and Sons, Limited, of Elgin Avenue, have appointed Mr. Levy to be 
the Supervisor of their special kosher milk supply.

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THE STORY OF THE FLOOD. 
TO THE EPITOR OF THE “ JRWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—I perused with much interest Miss Bloch’s letter headed “The 
Story of the Flood,” in your paper last week, and can hardly imagine how a 
coreligionist having read the words, “And I will remember my covenant 
which is between me and you and every living creature of all flesh, and the 
waters shall no more become a flood to destroy all flesh,” could have any 
doubts upon the subject of the coming of a second flood, which would destroy 
the whole universe. 

“ Nature makes no half-hinges. (iod does not create a desire to mock it. 
The universe is not unskilfully made. There are no dissonances In the 
divine works. Our constitutional instincts raise no false expectations. 
Conscience tells no Munchausen tales. The structure of human constitution 
is not an organised lie.” “ The Creator keeps His word with us.” Certainly 
the changes in the world have been many, vast and wonderful. Bat 
philosophers say that every change must have an adequate cause. Ulric! 
holds that the enswathement of the soul, this ethereal body, is not atomic 
and not in flax. In the Bible God promised us the rainbow purely as a 
remembrance of the covenant made with Noah. But what does science tell 
us ? 

There is Niagara. You see a rainbow drawn across the surface of the 
cataract. The rainbow does not move. The water moves. What is the 
cause of the rainbow’? The water yousay. No! Germany replies the rain- 
bow never moves. If the water were the chief cause of the rainbow the 
rainbow would move; for you must have in the fountain what you have in 
the source. The occasion of the rainbow is in the water. The cause is in 
the sun that is not in flux. Your rainbow is not in motion either. 

Now the plan of man’s organism does not change from the first quicken- 
ing of the egg until the man drops into the grave. It is one thing, just as 
the rainbow is one thing. Our sense of identity persists. You know that 
the rainbow is not in flux,and so we know there is something behind it 
which causes it to persist in one form. That invisible something we Jews 
call a spiritual Body. But all scientists and philosophers do not. Sometimes 
I think that philosophers are to be divided into classes, like generals, 
according to their capacity to manage intricate problems. There are 
generals who can command ten thousand men, but Napoleon said there are 
only a few who can command five hundred thousand. There are intricacies 
in philosophy which it takes a Lotze or an Ulrici,a Kantor a Hamilton, a 
Helmholtz or a Beale to walk through without bewilderment. A spiritual 
Body, that is a phrase we did not expect to hear in the name of science, and 
it is now the latest whisper of science ; ages ago it was a word of revelation. 
Ulrici, Lotze and Beale adhere unflinchingly to the scientific method. The 
self-evident axiom that every change must have an adequate cause requires 
us to hold that there exists behind the nerve a non-atomic, ethereal 
enswathement for the soul, which death dissolves out from all complex 
contact with mere flesh, and which death thus unfettering without 
disembodying, leaves free before God for all the development with which God 
can inspire in it. 

Miss Bloch cites in one part of her letter: “I wonder if our present 
generations merely exist to create the famous Overman of Nietzsche, and if the 
coming Flood will destroy us.” We are still believers erough to hope that if 
we are becoming too presumptuous and are to be wiped off, as it were, the 
Supreme Being, who has never disappointed us, will still keep His covenant 
with His own chosen people. There are many of us bad Jews, but there still 
remain thousands of great and good ones. God will not destroy ‘us again so 
quickly. Was it not Tennyson who sang his trust so subtly :— 


That nothing walks with aimless feet 
That not one life shall be destroyed 

Or cast as rubbish to the void, 

When God has made the pile complete 
That not a worm is cloven in vain 

That not a moth with vain desire 

Is shrivelled in a fruitless fire. 


We know that philosophers may debate upon the coming of a 
second flood. But we Israelites cannot even countenance the idea. Without 
troubling ourselves further with difficulties, we may ask, what are the 
religious teachings Genesis contains ? The leading truth is the Unity of God, 
the secondary one the unity of the human family. This book gives us the 
story of the Creation, it tells us of the awful facts of the flood, and it 
announces the first gracious promise of a Redeemer by whom the evils rising 
out of the flood should ultimately be remedied and Creation again be made 
“very good.” Without this history the world would be in comparative dark- 
ness, not knowing whence it came nor whither it is going. Even fram its 
first page a child may learn more in an hour than all the philosophers of the 
world were able to discover without it in four thousand years,

If housewives generally, and mothers in particular, only realise the 
enormous food value of fish, it would more frequently be found ob the 
tables of the people. At present the rule seems to be: fish one day 4 
week and meat the remaining six. Reverse that rule and t'« | 
family must benefit in health and vigour, while the pennies saved will 
grow to shillings, and the shillings to pounds with quite surprisi®- 
celerity. 

Perhaps the reason why so little fish is eaten in England is that 
there are so few ways of cooking it generally known. There is p'°'''! of 
variety in fish itself, and no two kinds taste alike; but when it cones Ww 
cooking the fish, there are only two ways in common use: boiling and 
frying; and this monotony becomes wearisome. | 

That difficulty is overcome by a little cookery book, recently P iblished 
under the title, “ Tasty Ways of Cooking Fish.” It is a useful litt! book 
full of recipes and instructions for treating all kinds of fish in the most 
delicious and nourishing way. a) | 

There are valuable articles, too, by eminent Medical authorities, ex- 
plaining the high nutritive value of fish diet. Here is one of the rec'pes: 


STEAMED FISH PUDDING. 


Wash, peel, boil, and mash four good-sized potatoes.

Here, some £200 annually is paid in salaries 
‘ya stal of four masters who (1 quote the report) give up only one morning 
od evening—a couple of hours—a week ani draw between them more than 
half the salary earned in some places by elementary school teachers who are 
pid to devote their whole time to their work. The position of the Shaare 
Tkva Schools recently pointed to the need of a retrenchment, and this was 
ccomplished, not by a necessary redaction of the salaries, bat by reducing 
the quantity of charity clothes presented to deserving lads ! 

There are many points in this interesting document which call for the 
earnest consideration of these hasty Yehidim. There is yet time to place 
the material, so assiduously gathered, to good use. There is time to plan the 
overhauling of the daties of the congregational officials, lay and clerical, and 
to bring about by degrees greater economy of administration. Aboveall, 
there is a need on the part of the Yehidim to brush the cobwebs from their 
iaiderstanding. We are living to-day in an age of progress, an age of 
inagement. If the Yehidim persist in lagging behind, they are 
laying up a stock of communal and financial trouble for those Sephardim of 
tomorrow whose fature they profess t» have so much at heart.

The Necessity for the Retention 
of the Hebrew. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik.-At a time when there are so many agencies at work,slowly but 
sorely a ‘integrating the feelings of unity which it is SO diflicult to preser\ve 
‘Rongs! a people dispersed over the whole face of the globe, and conse- 
quently exposed to a thousand hostile influences, no tie must be allowed to 
’e Weakcued which in any way helps in holding together the scattered 
meters of a body, the constituents of which have such an unfortunate 
‘endeney to fly asunder. Now Lam firmly of opinion that among the few 
bonds ch serve this. purpose, none is more potent than the retention of 
the Hebrew in our public services. In the Middle Ages, when the Jews 
were driven from place to place, when they were subjected to the grossest 
persecut on and violence, they were united in their desire to keep for ever 
DUrniog the Lamp of Knowledge, to preserve and band down to their posterity 
the love of Hebrew learaing. The study of the Torah was their comfort, 
their consolation in all theirtrials. In the synagogue and in their schools 
‘hey found peace and courage under their afflictions, and were quite happy 
When they could unitedly sing the Psalms and praises in the original 
Hebrew Nowadays, when these troubles have ceased, when full liberty is 
sfanted to us, we would dare encroach upon the attention given so willingly 
bY our futhers to the study of the Law and Hebrew literature and even 
‘ostruction to their dear children in the tenets of our faith. In the good 
Olden times, nothing gave the father more pleasure, indeed, he considered it 
his highest privilege, personally to undertake the education of his children. 
Now, alas! the father is often too ignorant to do so, and even if he 
POSSeSses the ability, the demands upon his time render such a task almost 
4. Impossibility. And so recourse must be had to the various classes 
attached to our Synagogues, where our children will get some knowledge of 
the glory of the precepts of Judaism and become familiarised with the 
*stablished ritual to which they will cling for the rest of their lives. 

A great deal has been said about the introduction of English into syna- 
Bogue worship, | certainly do advocate a decoruus service, which shall

And when the foreign 
Jew shall come to this country, he shall not feel himself eut off from 
participation in the service, he shall be able heart and soul to To 


usin prayer and so establish his identity as a member of the house of Israel, 


just the same as when the English Jew can join his brethren when he visits 
other lands, 

It will be argued that some worshippers do not understand Hebrew : then 
I can only say that they should understand it, thev should seek to know the 
language of the Bible. Why should we Jews need so many translations of 
the Scriptures ? Forus, the Bible should be best known in the original 
Hebrew. And in these days, when so many Christians devote their lives to 
the study of the holy tongue, it is a sad confession for us to make that we do 
not understand the language which by right we claim as ourown. Let it be 
taucht in the same fashion as French or German, to arouse the interest of 
the pupils, and not in the parrot-like fashion so generally adopted in our 
schools.

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BILLIARDS.—“ Billiards in Twelve Lessons.” by Mr. Wallace Ritchie 
is the title of a book on what is, perhaps,»the king of indoor 
games. It is true that there is no difficulty in learning to play 
the game according to the standard of the great majority of amateurs, 
but to get beyond this and to be able to really excel, much must be 
learnt and studied. And it is a careful study of this book that will 
enable the novice, as well as him who has already acquired some knowledge of 
the came, to obtain a good standard of excellence in this most exacting game 
of skill. Everything that ean possibly conduce to the mastery of billiards is 
written in a straightforward manner, and the hints given throughout the 
book, together with the many explanatory diagrams, must prove very usefal. 
The author lays stress on the necessity of acquiring a correct attitude and 
offers many valuable suggestions on the right way of handling the cue. The 
book, which is published by Burroughs and Watts, price 2s. 6d., can be safely 
recommended as a true guide to the thorough mastery of billiards.

Mission to the Jews, he made the following outspoken declaration :— 


Even in England to-day, the very hostility with which in parts of London, 
the ws are treated, is a witness to their virtue and not to _ their 
vice. 1 ir shame and not to our honour; and if you think of all the history 
of the relation of the Christian to the Jew, it brings to you the knowledge that we 
owe an immense debt of reparation to the Jews 


We Jews cannot but express our sense of gratitude for this timely 
and emphatic utterance, more especially as, without fear of being suspected 
of anv undue race exaltation, we feel convinced that this reparation is 
considerably overdue. 

(he Bishop continues his exhortation to the assembled listeners as 
follows :— 

As Christians, they owed a peculiar debt to the Jews, and although that race did 
jot accept the founder of the Christian religion, how many Christians in the present 
stage of civilisation would have acted in thesame manner’ They certainly were 
not in a position to throw stones at the people of Israel, and when they thought of 
the history of the relation of Christians to the Jews, they could not but feel they 
owed thern an immense debt of reparation. 

Yes, indeed! not only in England, but in every part of the world, the 
dominant Churches owe to us that reparation. We are not aggressively 
militant, but our pulpits and our writers have urged this on civilised com- 
munities for centuries, and alas, still have to falminate against the injustice 
to our people evinced hy so-called Christian races and governments. 

We cannot bat believe that this is a sincerely, deeply felt conviction 
held by the good Bishop; may we not ask him to initiate that reparation for 
which he so eloquently pleads, by discountenancing all the conversionist 
activity, and by the withdrawal both of his moral and financial support from 
all the societies devoted to this unproductive effort; and may we not 
implore him to use his great influence to induce his followers to emulate his 
example, 

Finite thought cannot predict pos tively what may happen to the 
dominant religion in the dim and distant future. 

We know not what was before us, 
We know not what shall succeed. 

We can respect all sincere religious beliefs ; for the rest, we can follow 

the Prine Minister's advice to “ Wait and see.”
